Easter attracts multitudes to church 
services who attend at no other time in 
the year. Congregations listen in rapt 
attention’ to sermons centering on the 
subject of life beyond the grave. All the 
materialism of our day cannot quite ex- 
tinguish the longing for survival that 
burns in the human breast. 

Many arguments of greater or less 
validity may be advanced in support of 
the doctrine of immortality. The univer- 
sality of belief in a future life, the sur- 
vival of spiritual values despite the de- 
cay and destruction of matter in the 
body, the improbability of God’s bringing 
man into being as the crown of creation 
only to snuff him out at death like a 
candle flame, the analogies drawn from 
nature bursting forth into new beauty 
with the coming of spring—all these and 
many other pleasing thoughts are pre- 
sented from hundreds of pulpits as rea- 
sons for the hope that death does not end 
all. 

Such considerations may have their 
worth as ornaments, but they constitute 
a rather flimsy foundation for a faith in 
immortality. Plausibilities are not cer- 
tainties. A sentimental hope is a poor 
substitute for a fundamental faith. 

Never must we who are entrusted with 
the gospel of grace cease to insist that the 
Christian assurance of everlasting life is 
based upon our Saviour’s conquest of 
death. To present the resurrection of 
nature instead of the resurrection of 
Jesus as the ground of our Easter hope is 
to offer men a stone instead of bread. 

The rising of Jesus from the grave is 
absolutely crucial to our faith. As Paul 
wrote in I Corinthians 15:17, “If Christ 
be not raised, your faith is vain.” Had 
Jesus not shown Himself alive after His 
crucifixion “by many infallible proofs” 
(Acts 1:3), how could men ever have 
known that He was what He claimed to 
be, the Son of God and Saviour of the 
world? The resurrection of Christ was 
the Father’s vindication of the divine 
claims and the atoning death of Jesus, as 
is so clearly stated in Romans 1:4. Fur- 
thermore, according even to historians

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with no leaning to Christianity, the 
resurrection of Jesus is the best authen- 
ticated fact of history. 

“I am the resurrection and the life” 
(John 11:25)—this has been called the 
greatest sentence in the English language 
by no less an authority than Alfred 
Noyes, at one time poet laureate of Great 
Britain. Certainly no more sublime utter- 
ance ever fell from the lips of man. But 
of course we know that these words of 
Jesus constitute an unequivocal affirma- 
tive of deity. The God-Man is the one 
and only key to eternal life. As we are 
dependent upon the bounty of nature for 
the maintenance of our physical life, so 
to an infinitely greater degree the eternal 
life which is ours as Christians has its 
subsistence in Jesus Christ and in Him 
alone. 

Jesus revealed the way and became the 
way to God and life everlasting (John 
14:6). Christ is our life by virtue of what 
He did for us and does in us—and let it 
not be forgotten that it is only as we 
accept His death for our sins that we 
receive His life in our souls. As the seed 
dies and finds life in the soil in which it 
is planted, so it is only as we die with 
Christ to the sin for which He died that 
we find in Him life that shall never end. 
For the believer, physical death is but a 
transplanting into that realm beyond the 
grave where there is nothing to hamper 
and everything to further our growth “in 
grace and in the knowledge of our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ” (II Pet. 3:18). 

“Believest thou this?” (John 11:26). 
This searching question which Jesus ad- 
dressed to Martha we may well take home 
to our own hearts. Faith is not.so much 
the accepting of a fact—although that, 
of course, is necessary—as it is the re- 
ceiving of a life. We need to make the 
hope for the future a force in the pres- 
ent. Are we living ever closer to Him 
with whom we shall live forever? Are we 
harnessing the doctrine of immortality to 
our daily lives? All our richest and sweet- 
est experiences with Jesus in this world 
are but the budding promise of what lies 
beyond. GC. N. B:* 


Alive with Christ 


We have in Ephesians 2:1-5 a most 


fruitful theme for meditation as we enter 
the Easter season. This passage brings 
forcibly to mind that we who were dead 
in trespasses and sins have been made 
alive together with Christ. 

God views the believer as identified 
with Jesus in His death and resurrec- 
tion. As we died with Him on the cross 
even so have we been raised with Him 
from the grave. We are to build, not 
upon what we are in ourselves, but upon 
what God has done for us in Christ. Our 
lives are to be reared on the solid rock 
of the Saviour’s finished work in our 
behalf. We are to reckon ourselves as 
being what God sees us to be in His Son. 

What we are in position should have a 
profound effect upon what we are in con- 
dition. Our standing should revolutionize 
our living. 

To come to the theme immediately 
under consideration, how many of us who 
claim to have been made alive with Christ 
positionally are really alive with Christ in 
the sense of being on fire for Him, bub- 
bling over with the joy and power of His 
indwelling presence? 

Is our spirituality comparable to the 
superabundant and irrepressible physical 
energy of the typical small boy? Is it, so 
to speak, at our finger tips, like the music 
of one who lives for his instrument, be 
it a violin, piano, or organ? 

The secret of mastery in any realm of 
creative art lies in being mastered by 
that which we seek to set forth. In all 
the world there is no such challenging 
art as that of living the Christ we love. 
It is only as we let Him live in us to the 
full that we can live for Him to the full. 

Defeated lives are a poor witness to the 
Easter faith. To be quickened by grace 
is to be sickened by sin. Carnal Chris- 
tians are like butterflies, unwilling to try 
their wings, continuing to crawl on the 
ground as they ‘did in their caterpillar 
days. Saving faith is not merely accept- 
ing the fact of Christ; it is receiving the 
life of Christ. 

Preaching on the risen Christ once a 
year is not nearly so effective a means 
of propagating the Easter message as 
living in and for the risen Christ all the 
year. We repeat the question: Do our 
lives bear witness to the fact that we who 
claim to have been made alive with Christ 
really are alive with Christ? C.N.B. 


The Justification of Justification 


The doctrine of justification treats of 
how the sinner may be made right with 
God. No more important question can 
engage the minds of men, “for all have 
sinned and come short of the glory of 
God” (Rom. 3:23). And yet few tenets of 
the Christian faith encounter greater 
opposition and prejudice. 

Reasons for such aversion are not far 
to seek. In the main they stem from 
pride and wrong views of sin. People do 
not like to be told that they have nothing 
in themselves whereby to merit favor 
with God. They feel perfectly competent 
to win their own way to heaven. 

The reality and enormity of sin are 
seriously questioned. The world puts gilt 
on the guilt of sin and commends as life 
what the Word condemns as death. It 
clothes with glamor what the Scriptures 
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strip of glamor. Many men and women 
would rather make light of sin than get 
rid of sin. They prefer freedom to sin as 
over against freedom from sin. 

Whether sincerely or otherwise, many 
who spurn the doctrine of justification by 
faith do so on the ground that they fail 
to see that it makes much if any differ- 
ence in the lives of those who accept it. 
In other words, they hold that the teach- 
ing of men being saved by faith and not 
by works leads to presumption and is sub- 
versive of morality. We know, of course, 


that such a contention more often than , 


not is but a subterfuge behind which the 
sinner seeks to evade conviction. 

This attitude of the unsaved imposes 
on Christians an inescapable obligation 
to lead such lives as will justify the faith 
that justifies the soul. We who put all 
our trust in the finished work of Christ 
are challenged to spike the guns of oppo- 
sition to the gospel of grace by a holiness 
of life that cannot be gainsaid (I Pet. 
2:12). Alas, if our lives fail to afford 
justification for the faith whereby alone 
those outside the fold can inherit eternal 
life! 

More sinners would find justification 
through faith in Jesus if they found more 
justification of faith in the conduct of 
those who profess the name of Christ. 
Of how many of us can it truly be said, 
“His life commends what his Lord com- 
mands”? Rightly understood, the doc- 
trine of justification by faith is not a 
sedative, but a stimulant to holy living. 

The justification of justification lies in 
the attainment of a holiness of character 
that can be reared upon no other founda- 
tion than the imputed righteousness of 
Christ. We do not become righteous to be 
declared righteous, but we are declared 
righteous to become righteous. While not 
saved by good works, we are saved for 
good works (Eph. 2:8-10). 

God has made us right in position that 
He may make us right in condition—the 
relation of the two processes may be 
likened to a canvas firmly fastened to 
the easel preparatory to the painting of 
the picture by the artist. 

The ground of justification is redemp- 
tion through Christ; the goal of justifica- 
tion is perfection in Christ (Rom. 8:29; 
Eph. 5:27). Too many Christians want to 
take a pullman sleeper at justification 
and wake up in glorification; they are 
not interested in treading the long, 
rugged trail of progressive sanctification. 

One of the best evidences of having 
been made right positionally on the 
ground of what the Saviour did for us is 
a quenchless desire to be made right ex- 
perientially through the Spirit’s work in 
us. After all, what has been wrought for 
us by the Saviour must be wrought in us 
by the Spirit. He who is made right will 
want to do right. Freedom from the guilt 
of sin is marked by hatred of the stain 
of sin. We are most hurt by sin when 
least hurt by it. The pain we feel in its 
presence is a good index to our freedom 
from its power. 

In conclusion—making it intensely per- 
sonal—the more sincerely I believe that 
I am justified by my faith in Christ alone, 
the more earnestly will I seek to justify 
my faith in Christ by my life for Christ. 

The life of Christ in the Christian is 
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for the world at large the best justifica- 
tion of Christ’s death for the sinner. It 
is worth all it costs to justify the faith 
that justifies, if by the weight of my 
living witness for Jesus, one soul finds 
salvation through putting his trust in the 
Saviour. C.N.B. 


Back to the Mines! 


The memory of the recent coal strike is 
still painfully fresh in our minds. Who 
of us can forget it? The people of Amer- 
ica were brought as perhaps never before 
to a realization of how much our pros- 
perity and security as a nation depended 
on coal. 

The fuel shortage threatened to para- 
lyze all branches of industry. Economic 
chaos stared us in the face. Public health 
was put in jeopardy. Enforced blackouts 
facilitated the.perpetration of crimes. No 
one knows what might have happened, 
had the strike continued very much 
longer. Only the belated adoption of 
stern measures by the government avert- 
ed a country-wide disaster of staggering 
proportions. 

Coal is basic to the temporal welfare 
of the nation. Of this there can now be 
no doubt. 

Is there not a parable in this fuel 
crisis? The world is in far greater need 
of spiritual than of material fuel—a fact 
recognized not by preachers alone, but by 
hard-headed leaders in all walks of life. 
Even more perilous times are ahead than 
those through which we have just passed, 
unless God sends a moral and spiritual 
awakening in which multitudes find the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

Man is in inconceivably greater need 
of grace than of coal. The greatest fuel 
deposit on earth is to be found at Calvary, 
where the redemptive love of God in 
Christ flows full and free. Apart from 
this grace men are eternally lost; possess- 
ing it they have nothing to fear in time 
or eternity. 

This fuel of divine love is for Christians 
the key to conquest, the indispensable 
power of victorious living and produc- 
tive service for the Lord. Let it not be 
forgotten that to Christians is committed 
the responsibility of propagating and 
bringing home to the minds and hearts 
of sinners this Word of life which they 
so desperately need. 

The Church must turn anew to Calvary 
for the dynamic of devotion and evan- 
gelistic passion (II Cor. 5:14, 15). We 
are too prone to take redemption for 
granted. We do not ponder the wonder 
of Christ’s sacrifice. There will be more 
motivation from the cross when there is 
more meditation on the cross. Let the 
Church really lay hold of the riches of 
grace at her disposal; then will crippled 
production give way to multiplied out- 
pourings’of heart and life for the Lord 
Jesus. 

God’s grace is unlimited. The trouble 
is with us. We are not mining it. Too 
many Christians have gone on strike. 
They are doing nothing to advance the 
cause of Christ. They neglect prayer. 
They are not growing in grace. Seldom if 
ever do they speak a word for their Lord. 
Digging into the riches of truth and grace 
has become for them a thing of the past. 


The critical moral and spiritual needs 
of our day ought to shame thousands of 
professed followers out of their idling and 
wasting of golden opportunities for wit- 
nessing. God’s mines of truth and grace 
are inexhaustible. Back to the mines, 
Christians! C.N. B. 


“The Lord Is at Hand” 


Commentators differ as to whether the 
words “the Lord is at hand,” in Philip- 
pians 4:5, have reference to the imminent 
return of the Lord or to His immediate 
presence in the midst of His followers. 
Good arguments can be adduced in favor 
of either interpretation. 

The early Church was alive with the 
blessed hope that Jesus might come back 
at any time. This, of course, was in line 
with Christ’s own command to watch and 
pray for that great day. Little did they 
dream of the long centuries that were to 
intervene before the second advent. 

In support of the view that the words 
“the Lord is at hand” point to the unseen 
presence of Jesus is the Saviour’s promise 
in Matthew 18:20: “Where two or three 
are gathered together in my name, there 
am I in the midst of them.” Possibly the 
apostle had both ideas in mind. 

Be that as it may, the Church of today 
can ill afford to neglect either one of 
these potent incentives to Christian de- 
votion. Believers must let nothing rob 
them of an eager anticipation of the 
rapture. 

They who inveigh against the doctrine 
of the second coming as unbridled fanati- 
cism do the Church a serious disservice. 
A subject that occupies so large a place 
in the New Testament certainly is not to 
be ruled out as having little or no prac- 
tical bearing upon the life and faith of 
the Christian. 

A marvelous synchronizing of signs in 
our day would seem to indicate that it 
will not be very long before the Lord 
Jesus comes for His Church. No known 
prophecy remains to be fulfilled before 
the rapture can take place. We do well, 
then, to stress the imminence of our 
Lord’s return as a reason for constant 
vigilance in righteousness. 

At the same time, we must not over- 
look an equally powerful inspiration to 
holy living, namely, the fact that the 
One who is coming back again in majesty 
and might is even now right at hand, 
by the side of each one of His own. He 
beholds everything we do, listens to every 
word we speak, reads all the thoughts and 
secret intents of the heart. We who love 
the thought of His appearing in glory 
must take care lest expectation of the 
coming King make us unmindful of the 
hourly and moment-by-moment presence 
of our living Lord. 

The doctrine of Christ’s return should 
serve not as a sedative to put us to sleep, 
but as a stimulant to stir us to work. Ex- 
pectation of His second coming should 
make us increasingly diligent in culti- 
vating the fruits of His first coming. 

In closing we would plead with our un- 
saved friends to accept Jesus as Saviour, 
that the teaching of the second advent 
may not loom before them as a portent 
of doom, but may shine as a promise of 
hope. C.N. B.

HE RESURRECTION of Jesus was the 
central theme in both the preach- 
ing and teaching of the first Chris- 
tians. We have reason to believe 
it continued to be such down to the 
end of the Apostolic Age and beyond. 
The establishment of Easter services 
was no doubt an honest attempt to con- 
serve and further emphasize this central 
belief of the Christian religion. How- 
ever, we question whether it has always 
been as helpful as it was expected to be. 
The resurrection of Christ is too im- 
portant to be left for consideration on one 
day of the year, or even during a limited 
number of days. 
Pre-Easter services have helped to re- 


» store this essential and apostolic em- 


phasis to Christian teaching and preach- 
ing, ‘but such services have only a small 
place, and sometimes no place at all, in 
many churches. Faith in a risen Saviour 
must be made to enlighten the whole 
yearly program of all the churches, if we 


| are to regain the spiritual power of the 


Church at its beginning. 

Lack of adequate emphasis on the 
resurrection of Christ has, I believe, been 
a chief cause why the faith of some has 
grown dim. Lack of faith at this point 
undermines the very foundations on 
which the whole structure of Christian 
conviction rests. Lack of sustained and 
prayerful meditation on this matter cuts 
us off from a chief means of attaining 
progressively what Paul calls “the 
breadth, and length, and depth, and 
height” of the knowledge available 
through Christ. 

In view of these facts, a sermon on 
the resurrection ought never to seem un-

An Easter Meditation 


God ... hath in these last days spoken unto us by his Son, whom he 
hath appointed heir of all things, by whom also he made the worlds; 
who being the brightness of his glory, and the express image of his 
person, and upholding all things by the word of his power, when he had 
by himself purged our sins, sat down on the right hand of the Majesty 


on high.—Hebrews 1:1-3 


timely. We need post-Easter as well as 
pre-Easter and Easter meditations on 
this great theme. 

Let us consider once again the signifi- 
cance of our Lord’s victory over death 
and the grave. 


idan First the resurrec- 
tion of Christ as the supreme validation 
of His teaching. 

The truth of Christ’s teaching is sus- 
tained in many different ways. It is sus- 
tained by the inherent nature which it 
possesses; its logical character, its free- 
dom from anything which can rightly 
be regarded as contradictory, one portion 
of it to another portion. It is sustained 
by individual experience. “They who 
trust Him wholly find Him wholly true.” 
It is confirmed by the facts of human 
history—the eras which preceded His 
ministry, the times in which He lived, 
and the centuries since He lived and 
taught on earth. 

Greater than any of these, however, 
is the vindication in His resurrection. 
Individuals differ in their opinions con- 
cerning the logic of His thoughts. Our 
inner experiences, however certain we 
may be concerning them, are ever open 
to the charge of subjectivism, by unbe- 
lievers in religion. There are a good 
many different conceptions concerning 


the interpretation of history. All of these 
vindications, we maintain, are valid, but 
they appear to be more open to attack 
than the vindication in the resurrection. 

If Christ died and rose again, as He 
said He would do, who could logically 
question the truth of all He said on other 
matters? 

In Paul’s great message on the resur- 
rection which he sent to the church in 
Corinth, we are shown convincingly that 
almost every belief and every hope of 
religion ,are established as true by the 
victory of Christ over death. In the risen 
Christ, Paul beheld the confirmation of 
our faith in our own resurrection, the 
central fact of the whole gospel message, 
our basis for the hope of a reunion with 
our loved ones in heaven, and our grounds 
for believing in an ultimate consumma- 
tion when sin should be no more. 

Fiemove these great beliefs and hopes 
from their central place in religion, and 
what have we left? That the teaching 
of Jesus, with its beliefs, its hopes, its 
ideals, and its power to transform men 
and nations, might forever endure, there 
had to be a resurrection, an objective, 
supernatural, universe-wide vindication 
of His teaching. That vindication was 
given, once for all, when He who was 
dead emerged from Joseph’s tomb, alive 
forevermore! 
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‘Les RESURRECTION Of Christ is 
also the supreme vindication of His con- 
duct. Jesus not only taught a sublime 
and faultless system of truth, He lived 
a sublime and faultless life. 

Some people have ridiculed the type of 
life Jesus lived. The German unbeliever 
Nietzsche called the ethics Jesus taught 
and in harmony with which He lived, “a 
slave morality.” Such bald assaults on 
Christ’s self-sacrificing life of service 
have not been many. Nevertheless, there 
have been millions whose conception of 
the Jesus’ mode of life did not differ 
greatly from this one in so far as prac- 
tical results are concerned. They have 
not accepted His example as their ideal; 
it has seemed to them impractical in the 
world of which we are a part. They have 


often paid to it lip service in prayer and 
song, but to take up their cross and fol- 
low Him, that has been another matter. 

And yet the transformation of indi- 
vidual lives and the salvation of society 
depend, not alone on an intellectual 
assent to the beauty and worth of Christ- 
like conduct, but also on a sustained and 
prayerful effort to be like Christ in every 
relationship of life. What a disaster 
would it have been if the earthly sojourn 
of the Christ had ended at the sealed 
tomb! God’s plans for human redemption 
include no such disastrous defects. That 
the life which Jesus lived might serve 
as the model for every human life, it 
had to be seen in its entirety. 

The Scriptures give just such a compre- 
hensive view of Him. John and Paul 
and the author of the Epistle to the 
Hebrews offer us inspired accounts of 
Him as the eternal Word of God, the 
Creator and Sustainer of the universe. 
The Gospel narratives reveal to us His 
loving service, His self-sacrifice, His suf- 
ferings, and His death. They also depict 
His triumphant victory over death. If 
that triumph had never taken place, or 
if we had never heard of it, would we 
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still possess the eternal gospel? 

If the conduct of Jesus was to serve 
as the ideal for all mankind and for all 
time, it was necessary that we know the 
sources of such conduct, its cost in 
sacrifice and tears, but also its eternal 
glory and rewards. That Jesus might be 
our perfect model now and through 
eternity, there had to be a resurrection. 


WE NOTE that the 
resurrection of Christ was a cosmic crisis. 
We have not yet touched the deepest 
significance of Christ’s resurrection. It 
was, something more than a validation 
of His teaching, something more than a 
vindication of His conduct. We shall not 
begin to understand that sublime event 
as we should, until we view it in the light 
of all we _ believe 
concerning Jesus 
Christ — His divine 
Sonship, His role as 
the creative Word, 
His office as Sus- 
tainer of the uni- 

verse. 

We must conceive 
with all the powers 
of mind we possess 
and all the light 
of experience and 
Scripture we can 
bring to bear upon 
this truth, who it 
was that died on 
the cross, and who 
it was that came 
forth alive from the 
guarded tomb; not 
merely the man 

Jesus, but the Word of God, the Creator 


of men and worlds, the One in whom "

THE ALONENESS OF JESUS 

The aloneness of Jesus appears in two 
ways. First His whole manner betrays 
that His moral experience and that of 
other men were not parallel. He who so 
searchingly told others of the evil within 
their hearts made no confession for Him- 
self. He who was so morally sensitive 
that He has become the supreme con- 
science of mankind, yet challenged men 
to convict Him of sin. All this reveals a

if at all, having toiled with tears and 
prayers up the bitter path of repentance 
to a newness of life. But Jesus never 
tells us that. And this is not all. 

There is a second thing about the 
strange moral aloneness of Jesus, some- 
thing not negative but positive. Not only 
did He never betray a sense of any im- 
perfection or moral need, but further, He 
regarded Himself as the Sufficer of all 
others’ needs. Others are lost sheep; He 
is not only not lost, but is the Shepherd. 
Others are sick; He is not only in health, 
but is the Physician. Others’ lives are 
forfeit; His is not only His own, but is 
the Ransom. Others—all others—are sin- 
ners; He is the Saviour.—Carnegie Simp-

evangelist or the minister, who has occu- 
pied a conspicuous position during an 
evangelistic campaign, and overlook the 
faithful few in the oblivion of the pew 
whose agonizing prayers for the lost 
brought power from on high. How we all 
thrill to the very mention of the name 
Dwight L. Moody! But how we scratch 
our heads in ignorance when someone 
asks us in a quiz, “Who led Moody to 
Christ?” 

This very mistake is often made in our 
thinking about the Palm Sunday inci- 
dent. From the sermon and the Bible 
school lesson of the day. we have heard 
over and over again about the exuberant 
disciples, the cheering throng, and the 
jealous Pharisees. They are the people 
who stand out and captivate our atten- 
tion. Therefore every year, a week before 
Easter, we watch them go through their 
familiar performances again. 

But in doing this we overlook some of 
God’s choicest saints, merely because they 
are retiring and anonymous. And thereby 
we miss an extremely valuable lesson. I 
refer to those who owned the colt upon 
which our Lord rode on His entry into 
Jerusalem. Although nameless, so far as 
the record goes, they may still teach us 
the lesson of obedience. Therefore it will

be worth our while to meditate at this 
season about them—their reliability, their 
response, and their reward. 


| = RELIABLE Christ knew 
them to be! We read: “And when they 
came, nigh to Jerusalem, unto Bethphage 
and Bethany, at the Mount of Olives, he 
sendeth forth two of his disciples, And 
saith unto them, Go your way into the 
village over against you: and as soon as 
ye be entered into it, ye shall find a colt 
tied, whereon never man sat; loose him, 
and bring him. And if any man say unto 
you, Why do ye this? say ye that the Lord 
hath need of him; and straightway he 
will send him hither” (Mark 11:1-3). 
Our Lord knew before hand how these 
folk would react to His request. He did 
not need to instruct His disciples to ask 
everybody who owned a colt in the village 
until finally they found someone who 
would consent. Neither was it necessary 
that He send them to beg in the streets 
for a colt. He knew He could rely on 
these people.

they must be said. For when men are lost, 
nothing else must stand in the way of 
the cold, clear truth. For men to deny 
their lost condition affords nothing save 
added condemnation. 

Men are lost, hopelessly so, of them- 
selves (Rom. 3:10, 23), bearing no real 
value in His holy sight (Isa. 53:6; 64:6); 
accounted dead in trespasses and sins 
(Eph. 2:1); devoid of God, of Christ, of 
hope (Eph. 2:12), perishing beneath the 
righteous wrath of a holy, sin-hating God 
(John 3:36); filling the place of ever- 
lasting condemnation (John 3:18); no 
end save the eternal continuance in the 
blackness of darkness forever (Jude 13). 

Here the heart is face to face with 
Scripture; and here is man as God, who 
alone can help, truly sees‘ him. Apart 
from God, all is lost, eternally and ut- 
terly so; and these issues are all bound 
‘up in and with and through the cross. 

Friend, did not the dear Lord die there- 
upon in your stead, that you might be 
saved in virtue of the great work He 
there wrought? Will you yet continue to 
deceive yourself and join in the cry of 
those who trust to their own salvation, 
and mouth the folly phrase, “Come down 
from that cross, O Christ”? It must be 
Christ and the cross, or else it be less 
than nothing. 


There must be a cross—as well as a resurrection! 


Watching that fearful scene as pre- 
sented in the inerrant Word of all truth 
and life, we note over and over that 
mocking taunt of the chief priests and 
the elders: “Let him now come down 
from the cross, and we will believe him” 
(Matt. 27:42), a mocking taunt from the 
depths of sinful hearts, yea, from hell it- 
self.

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A Foreign Missionary 






with SOMETHING MISSING

NE TREMBLES to speak of a for- 

eign missionary in whom some- 

thing is missing, but we find 

an example of such a one in 

a@ young man by the name of 
John, whose surname was Mark. 

In Acts 12:12 we learn that he lived 
in Jerusalem with his mother Mary, in 
comfortable circumstances, evidently in 
a large home, for there were many 
“sathered together praying.” They kept a 
maid, a girl named Rhoda. Peter had 
visited that home before and won the 
young boy for the Lord. He says in 
I Peter 5:13, “Marcus my son.” 

Barnabas and Saul “returned from 
Jerusalem when they had fulfilled their 
ministry, and took with them John, whose 
surname was Mark” (Acts 12:25). Mark’s 
mother was the sister of Barnabas, so 
Barnabas and Mark were closely related. 

They then start out for the foreign 
field, to Cyprus and to Perga in Pam- 
phylia. All three were missionaries. It 
was an ideal setup. 

But why did they take John? Acts 13:5 
says, “And they had also John to their 
minister.” He served, perhaps helped to 
carry luggage. He could invite others to 
the services. There was much to do in 
the aftermeetings, and the new converts 
needed to be visited in their homes. There 
would be plenty to do. 

But in verse 13 it is stated that “John, 
departing from them returned to Jeru- 
salem.” Barnabas and Saul had plans for 
pressing on into Asia Minor to a greater 
work, and just then John left them and 
returned to his mother and home. 

I don’t like that! Why did he do it? 
There must be something missing here, 
but What? 

Of the other two it is said in Acts 
13:2-4, “The Holy Ghost said, Separate 
me Barnabas and Saul for the work 
whereunto I have called them.” That is 
not said of John. Further (v. 3), “When 
they had fasted and prayed, and laid 
their hands on them, they sent them 
away.” Nothing like that was done to 
John. “So they, being sent forth by the 
Holy Ghost, departed” (v. 4). Sent by the 
Holy Ghost and by the church, they de- 
parted. Who sent John? Of him it is 
said the brethren “took with them John,” 
and “they had also John.” They took. 
Had they not done that, he would never 
have gotten out, it seems. 

Did his mother speak to her brother

about her boy? It would be just like a 
mother. You remember the mother of 
John and James. And now Mark was 
home with mother again. What was the 
matter? Something missing, but what? 
Was it initiative? Did he lack manhood? 
Was he scared? Was there no fire? Fire 
consumes dross, it glows, lights and 
warms. Were these great essentials miss- 
ing in the young missionary? And if so, 
why? 

Could this have had something to do 
with it—he had lived a sheltered life 
with a doting mother. He seems to have 
been an only child. Where was his father? 
A boy needs his father. More than one 
mother has said, “If only father had 
lived.” The boy was evidently soft. 


N Ow HE WAS HOME with 
mother again. So that was to be the end 
of that dream! 

No, wait, there was more. Barnabas and 
Saul were driving on. Many souls were 
being saved, churches were established 
in many places on the foreign field and 
the kingdom of God was promoted. But 
there was also persecution and suffering. 
Paul was even stoned and left for dead. 
But they lived through it all and re- 
joiced. They returned to Jerusalem also, 
but now how different. “They declared 
all things that God had done with them” 
(Acts 15:4). 

What did Mark have to tell? Here at 
the conference in Jerusalem, rules were 
made by the church which were to be a 
guide in their future missionary work.

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They had no thought of anything but to 
continue. And Mark was hearing all this. 
He escaped what he had feared, but he 
also escaped the revivals. 
And mother! “Too bad. You should 
never have left them.”

ley Jones says: “The Church is not 

living in Pentecost. It is living be- 

tween Easter and Pentecost. Easter 

stands for life wrought out, offered. 
Pentecost stands for life appropriated, 
lived to the full. The Church stands hesi- 
tant between the two. Hesitant, hence 
comparatively impotent. If the Church 
would move up to Pentecost, nothing 
could stop it—nothing!” 

Rarely a safe guide to follow, Dr. Jones 
does, however, strike the right note in 
this instance, for here is the secret of the 
lack of blessing nowadays. Here is the 
reason for today’s prevalent powerless- 
ness. Here is the cause of the carnal and

spineless Christianity seen on every side. 
But here also is the golden key to the 
glorious door of revival. 

The paramount need of the Church to- 
day is not an overhauling of machinery or 
a revision of methods, not a greater or- 
ganization or the production of more 
attractive programs and campaigns, not 
a more liberal supply of men or of money. 
The vital need, both of the Church and 
of every Christian in it, is of a mighty 
infilling of the Spirit of God. This is an

essential and fundamental prerequisite to 
revival. 


p EXPERIENCE Of the ma- 
jority of Christians seems limited to Cal- 
vary. They rejoice in the sweetness of 
forgiven sin, but they know relatively 
little of the power of God in their daily 
lives. When they were converted, the 
Holy Spirit took up His residence in them, 
but it was only a limited residence. He 
has never taken full possession of their 
lives. Consequently, of His fullness, they 
have no knowledge at all. 

Yet full-orbed Christianity can come 
only from the infilling of the Spirit of 
God. There can be no vital experience of 
Christ, no real spiritual enrichment, no 
joyful knowledge of the victorious life, 
apart from that. 

What is the fullness of the Spirit? In 
Old Testament days, individuals were 
seized, controlled and filled by the Spirit 
as He chose. On many occasions, the 
Spirit clothed Himself with a man and 
filled him for a particular service. 

In the New Testament, the coming of 
the Spirit at Pentecost resulted in the 
disciples, gathered in the upper room, 
being “all filled with the Holy Ghost” 
(Acts 2:4). When, later, the Christians 
were gathered together for prayer, the 
place where they gathered was shaken 
and they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost (Acts 4:31). 

Peter was filled with the Holy Ghost 
when he stood up to preach (Acts 4:8). 
Paul was filled with the Spirit when he 
dealt with Elymas the sorcerer (Acts 
13:9). Those selected as deacons (Acts 6) 
and later the gifted Barnabas (Acts 
11:24) were full of the Holy Ghost. 

The fullness of the Spirit is something 
for which most Christians long. They see 
the spiritual power evidenced in the lives 
of other men, and they yearn for a simi- 
lar enduement. Many spend hours in 
confession of sin and agonizing in prayer 
for the gift of the Holy Ghost, but no 
effective change ever results therefrom. 

There may be someone reading these 
lines who longs intensely to be out and 
out for God. You have seen the vision of 
the possibilities of life, and you yearn to 
live wholeheartedly for Christ, to be 
gloriously victorious over sin, and to be 
one hundred per cent for God. But you 
cannot find the way! 

You resolutely determine never to sin 
again, but scarcely has the resolution 
been registered, than you find yourself

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committing the same sin. With all your 
heart, you intend to follow the Lord, and 
yet you are always losing the way. De- 
feated, disappointed, and sick at heart, 
it seems impossible for you ever to achieve 
your desire. Penitence and regret, resolu- 
tions and decisions, seem of no avail. 
What is the secret of real life and power? 

It is not that some mysterious second 
blessing is needed—although, in some 
cases, the experience springs so directly 
out of a orisis in life that it may almost 
be likened to a second blessing. Nor is it 
that the individual is in need of a greater 
measure of the Holy Spirit, for He, in all 
the plenitude of His person and power, 
actually resides in every child of God. 

On the other hand, it is not a matter 
of knowledge or intellectual attainment. 
Professor Walvoord aptly remarks that 
“maturity comes by growth, but a new- 
born babe may possess the fullness of the 
Spirit.” 

It is not some gift for which the be- 
liever must wait. As Dr. Campbell Mor- 
gan pertinently points out, “There is no 
reason why a man should not imme- 
diately, from the moment of regeneration, 
enter into all the blessedness of the 
Spirit-filled life.” 


I F THE ENJOYMENT Of the full- 
ness of the Spirit is God’s norm for the 
Christian, how is it possible to appro- 
priate this blessing? What is the secret 
for which so many search unavailingly? 
It is merely necessary to yield to the con- 
trol and sovereignty of the Spirit of God. 
Just as the unconverted sinner yields to 
Christ for salvation, so must the believer 
yield to the Spirit for life and power. 

The Christian’s whole yearnings are for 
liberty and life, but he is conscious that 
he is anchored by a downward pull. Every 
effort to rise or to burst forth is frus- 
trated by the downward tug of his own 
sin. Life is constantly restricted and 
checked. What can he do? 

All that is necessary is to allow the 
Holy Spirit to take control. 

“The law of the Spirit of life in Christ 
Jesus,” says the apostle Paul, “hath made 
me free from the law of sin and death” 
(Rom. 8:2). It is simply a question of 
yielding to the Spirit’s control—an utter 
and complete abandonment of the life to 
God, reckless of the consequences and 
regardless of the future. 

Many a child of God spends weary 
hours fruitlessly striving and struggling 
to overcome the old Adamic nature and 
to conquer its lusts and desires, only to 
experience constant frustration and re- 
peated defeat. Victory seems impossible 
and the battle seems permanently lost. 
Yet the New Testament emphatically de- 
clares that “sin shall not have dominion 
over you” (Rom. 6:14). 

Is radiant, joyful Christianity merely a 
myth, or is it a glorious possibility still?

Thank God, the victorious life is possible, 
but it is possible only by giving up strug- 
gling, and by yielding to the Holy Spirit. 
Capt. Reginald Wallis put it very suc- 
cinctly in the phrase, “Let go—and let 
God!” “He breaks the power of cancelled 
sin and sets the prisoner free.” 

The Holy Spirit stands on the thresh- 
old, waiting to assume complete sover- 
eignty, waiting to receive the keys of the 
Christian’s life—the keys of the picture 
gallery of the imagination, where many 
a lustful picture hangs unseen; the keys 
of the mind and all its mental processes; 
the keys of the library with its literary 
pabulum, good or bad; the keys of the 
recreation room, where the leisure hours 
are spent; the keys of the kitchen and 


. the domestic life; the keys of the dining 


room and the physical appetites; the keys 
of the drawing room and the social life; 
the keys .of the office and the business 
life!: He waits to take absolute control 
and to fill every room with the freshness 
of spiritual life and power. 

This is not a repetition of Pentecost 
nor a fresh outpouring of the Spirit, al- 
though the experience may be almost a 
Pentecostal experience. It is the complete 
possession of the believer by the Divine 
Guest who indwells him. 


jo INFILLING OF THE HOLY 
Spirit is dependent initially on a definite 
and positive act of absolute and unques- 
tioning surrender to God, a complete and 
utter abandonment to His will, the giv- 
ing up of all personal plans and purposes 
and the acceptance of His. Says Dr. G. 
Campbell Morgan, “The surrender of the 
total personality is imperative.” It is “not 
a question of being willing to do some one 
thing, but of being willing to do anything 
that He thinks best.” 

Individuality is not lost in that calcu- 
lated and unreserved surrender, for the 
Spirit of God infills the yielded person- 
ality and adapts Himself to its form and 
characteristics as water does to a vessel 
it fills. 

In response to the surrender of heart 
and life, the throbbing, thrilling power of 
the Divine Spirit pulsates through the 
whole being. The life of God fills the 
surrendered one as never before, and in 
that divine energizing is produced the 
rich fruitage of the Spirit to the glory of 
God. 

Dr. Handley Moule sees the average 
Christian as a dried-up well, with its 
spring choked and its bottom covered by 
the accumulated rubbish of years. But 
once the obstruction is removed,. the 
spring bubbles up to fill the well with its 
crystal water. The Spirit is the spring of 
life, and when He is allowed to flood the 
life with all His purifying freshness, the 
Lord’s own words become a glorious 
reality: “Out of his inwards shall flow 
rivers of living water” (John 7:38). 


B. FILLED WITH THE SPIRIT,” 
wrote the apostle Paul to the Ephesians 
(Eph. 5:18). But the imperative is not 
fulfilled by one permanent act of obedi- 
ence. The verb has a durative force— 
“Keep being filled with the Spirit.” As 
one writer says, “Being filled is not final 
but initial—a crisis followed by a process, 
an entrance into newness of life followed 
by progress.” 

If the fullness of the Spirit is to be a 
continuous reality, there must be a con- 
stant and continued yieldedness to God. 
It has often been remarked that there is 
only one baptism of the Spirit (i.e., his- 
torically at Pentecost and experimentally 
at conversion), but that there are many 
fillings. Said Dr. Charles Inwood, “There 
is no such thing as a once-for-all filling. 
It is a continuous appropriation.” 

The perpetual filling of the Spirit is 
dependent upon constantly repeated con- 
secration and surrender. There are no 
short cuts to spirituality. Every day of 
life should witness a renewal of the act 
of consecration, but the radiant Chris- 
tianity resultant therefrom is a testimony 
to the power of the indwelling Spirit. 

The Spirit-filled life will be one from 
which the streams of blessing will flow 
out to others. Out of such a man wiil 
flow “rivers of living water,” to refresh 
the hearts of those with whom he comes 
in contact. A secret spring maintains 
his spiritual life and floods his whole be- 
ing with its sparkling freshness. 

It is said that at St. Margaret’s Bay, in 
the southeast of England, there is a well 
which is always covered by the sea at 
high tide. Strangely enough, however, its 
water remains fresh and pure, uncon- 
taminated by the briny waters of the sea. 
Fed from the hills above, it has 9 con- 
stant supply of fresh water pouring into 
it, which effectively prevents the ocean 
from flowing in. 

How like the Christian who is domi- 
nated by the Spirit. The sea of trouble, 
trial and adversity may sweep over him, 
but it can find no point of penetration; 
the living spring is like an inexhaustible 
well of water within him, ever bubbling 
up into everlasting life (John 4:14). 

As the river cleanses the stones over 
which it courses, sc the spiritual flood, 
which flows through the surrendered 
Christian, cleanses and sanctifies him. 
Life is cleansed and purified only by the 
operation of the Holy Ghost, and the 
filling of the Spirit is a guarantee of life’s 
sanctification. 

Downcast and depressed, a young man 
once begged his pastor’s prayers for his 
deliverance from the impure thoughts 
which repeatedly filled his waking mo- 
ments. “You don’t need prayer for de- 
liverance,” said the godly minister. “What 
you need is the cleansing power of the 
Holy Spirit.” That almighty power is 
sufficient to sanctify the yielded life and 
to keep the Christian holy and undefiled. 


i FULLNESS OF THE SPIRIT is 
the secret of power in the life. No mere 
natural ability or physical energy can 
usurp the place of spiritual power. The 
mighty energizing of the indwelling Spirit

Y THE VERY WORDING of my theme I 

have endeavored to make clear 
at once what we understand by 
the birth of Christ. 

The first definition of “incarna- 
tion” given in Funk and Wagnalls Prac- 
tical Standard Dictionary is: “The act 
of becoming incarnate, especially the 
assumption of the human nature by 
Jesus Christ as the second person of the 
Trinity.” 

This definition is in perfect accord with 
the declaration of the Westminster 
Shorter Catechism, given in answer to

the twenty-second question, “How did 
Christ, being the Son of God, become 
man?” “Christ, the Son of God, became 
man by taking to Himself a true body and 
a reasonable soul, being conceived by the 
power of the Holy Ghost in the womb of 
the Virgin Mary, and born of her, yet 
without sin.” 

And this answer is in perfect accord 
with that portion of the Holy Scriptures 
in which we have the most minute ac- 
count of the birth of Christ. I refer, of 
course, to the first chapter of the Gospel 
according to Luke. 

I suppose I need not tell you that this 
is by no means what the world and many 
even in the church understand by the

birth of Christ. To them His birth was 
nothing more than the birth of any 
child. To them ‘He had His beginning, 
even as I had my beginning, at birth, and 
therefore that birth was as natural as 
my birth, or yéurs. 

But this is not what we mean by the 
birth of Christ. We know that Christ, as 
the Son of God, did not begin to be with 
the birth of the Babe in Bethlehem, but 
that, even as the Word of God in both 
the Old and the New Testaments plainly 
declares, He was the Son of God before 
He became the Son of Man. 

“For unto us a child is born, unto us a 
son is given: and the government shall 
be upon his shoulder: and his name shall 
be called Wonderful, Counselor, The 
mighty God, The everlasting Father, The 
Prince of Peace” (Isa. 9:6). 

“For God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life’ (John 3:16). 

“In the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with God, and the Word 
was God. ... And the Word was made 
fiesh, and dwelt among us, (and we be- 
held his glory, the glory as of the only 
begotten of the Father,) fuli of grace 
and truth” (John 1:1, 14). 

One wonders how language could pos- 
sibly be clearer. The marvel of it is that 
so many who claim to know and believe 
the Bible should be so ignorant of the 
full meaning of Christ’s birth. But for 
one who really knows the Bible and firm- 
ly believes it to be the Word of God, 
there can be absolutely no question that 
the Babe who was born in Bethlehem 
of Judaea nineteen hundred years ago 
was the eternal Son of God, who in that 
experience in the Bethlehem stable took 
upon Him “a true body and a reasonable 
soul,” thus being “God and man, in two 
distinct natures, and one person forever.” 

We might go on to speak of how the 
Son of God took upon Himself this hu- 
man body and soul, for the Word of God 
is equally clear on this subject, as is 
seen in Luke’s account, as well as in the 
summary of that scripture set forth in 
the Shorter Catechism: “Being con- 
ceived by the power of the Holy Ghost, 
in the womb of the Virgin Mary, and 
born of her, yet without sin.” But it is 
not our purpose to deal with the question 
of how Christ, the Son of God, became 
man, but rather why He became in- 
carnate. 

I believe we may say the Son of God 
became man in order that He might ex- 
ercise the three great offices to which 
from all eternity, according to the “de- 
terminate counsel and foreknowledge of 
God,” He had been appointed. These of- 


fices are set forth in the answer to the 
twenty-third question of the Shorter 
Catechism: “What offices doth Christ 
execute as our Redeemer?” “Christ, as 
our Redeemer, executeth the offices of a 
prophet, of a priest, and of a king, both 
in His estate of humiliation and exalta- 
tion.” 


(eorrg THE Son OF Gop, be- 
came incarnate in order that He might 
execute the office of a prophet. 

Long before He came into the world, 
God declared that He would come as a 
prophet. This declaration He made 
through Moses to the children of Israel 
in these words: “A prophet shall the Lord 
your God raise up unto you of your 
brethren, like unto me: him shall ye hear 
in all things whatsoever he shall say 
unto you” (Acts 3:22). 

Some may question how we may be 
sure that in this statement Moses made 
reference to the Lord Jesus Christ. I 
answer, we are sure from the fact that 
the apostle Peter, on the occasion of the 
healing of the lame man at the Beauti- 
ful Gate of the Temple, reminded the 
Jews who crowded about him of these 
ewords of Moses as he presented unto 
them Christ as the One in whose name 
he had wrought the miracle. 

The Gospel of John also bears striking 
testimony to the prophetic office of 
Christ. For instance, as Christ dealt with 
the woman of Samaria, she exclaimed, 
“Sir, I perceive that thou art a prophet” 
(4:19). It is significant to note that 
Christ did not deny this assertion. 

Again, after the feeding of the five 
thousand it is recorded that “those men, 
when they had seen the miracle that 
Jesus did, said, This is of a truth that 
prophet that should come into the world” 
(6:14). 

And again, on the closing day of the 
Feast of Tabernacles, following the great 
call of Christ, “If any man thirst, let him 
come unto me, and drink. He that be- 
lieveth on me, as the scripture hath said, 
out of his belly shall flow rivers of living 
water” (7:37, 38). The apostle John adds: 
“Many of the people therefore, when they 
heard this saying, said, Of a truth this 
is the Prophet” (7:40). 

The author of the Epistle to the 
Hebrews likewise calls attention to the 
office of a prophet as executed by Christ 
in the very opening words of the epistle: 
“God, who at sundry times and in divers 
manners spake in time past unto the 
fathers by the prophets, hath in these 
last days spoken unto us by his Son” 
(1:1, 2). 

We know that the message of the 
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prophets was not merely the foretelling 
of events yet future, but also the forth- 
telling of great truths that are eternal, 
and chief among these was the truth 
concerning the person of God. This fact 
is stated in the answer to the third 
question of the Shorter Catechism, “What 
do the Scriptures principally teach?” 
“The Scriptures principally teach what 
man is to believe concerning God, and 
what duty God requires of man.” 

In this respect the message of Christ 
as a prophet did not differ from that 
of the prophets who preceded Him. He 
came not to destroy their message, but 
to fulfill it. And one of the ways in which 
He fulfilled their message was to make 
the same truth which they proclaimed 
clearer still. 

This He certainly did with respect to 
the truth concerning God. “No man hath 
seen God at any time; the only begotten 
Son, which is in the bosom of the Father, 
he hath declared him” (John 1:18). 

But when He declared the truth con- 
cerning God, He did so not only by reason 
of the words He spoke, but also by 
reason of the acts He performed, and the 
very life He lived. 

It will be remembered that in 
Matthew’s account of the supernatural 
in connection with the birth of Christ, 
he states: “Now all this was done, that 
it might be fulfilled which was spoken 
of the Lord by the prophet, saying, Be- 


» hold, a virgin shall be with child, and 


shall bring forth a son, and they shall 
call his name Emmanuel, which being 
interpreted is, God with us” (1:22, 23). 

It was because of this that Christ re- 
buked Philip as He did, when that dis- 
ciple said unto Him, “Lord, show us the 
Father, and it sufficeth us. Jesus saith 
unto him, Have I been so long time with 
you, and yet hast thou not known me, 
Philip? he that hath seen me hath seen 
the Father; and how sayest thou then, 
Show us the Father?” (John 14:9). 

We are reminded again of those words 
in the prologue of John’s Gospel: “And 
the Word was made flesh, and dwelt 
among us ... full of grace and truth” 
(1:14). We may say, as full of grace and 
truth as God is full of grace and truth. 
If we would know the grace of God to- 
ward man, let us look at Christ as He 
walked among men. See Him as He looks 
upon the multitude, as He deals with the 
penitent sinner. 


Chee THE Son oF Gop, be- 
came incarnate in order that He might 
execute the office of a priest. 

Listen again to the Shorter Catechism 
—“How doth Christ execute the office of 
a priest?” The answer: “Christ executeth 
the office of a priest in His once offering 
up of Himself a sacrifice to satisfy divine 
justice and reconcile us to God, and in 
making continual intercession for us.” 

From this statement it will be seen 
that Christ executed the office of a priest 
primarily in His death upon the cross. 
We may say, therefore, that Christ, the 
Son of God, became man in order that 
He might die. 

So primary and fundamental was this 
reason for the incarnation of Christ in

Good advice on how to make life’s 
finest relationship a success 


ECENTLY the daily papers carried an 
_ Associated Press story giving sta- 
tistics on the percentage of di- 
vorces to marriages in 1945. Cer- 
tainly we are startled to learn that 
for every one hundred marriages, the 
divorce courts ground out thirty-one di- 
yorces, or nearly one divorce for every 
three marriages. No one will deny that 
something is wrong. With the high di- 
yorce rate and the many unhappy couples 
who remain together, surely we need to 
take stock of the situation. 

An article regarding this problem ap- 
peared in a recent issue of one of the na- 
tion’s leading magazines. While the au- 
thor made some good points, his main 
idea was that marriages fail because the 
young people are not prepared for par- 
enthood. While this may be true to some 
extent, putting marriage entirely on the 
basis of motherhood and fatherhood seems 
to smack a little too much of recent Nazi 
philosophy. Granted that married cou- 


} ples should, if possible, have children and 


be good parents, it does not follow that 
merely picking a partner who would be 
a good parent would insure a successful 
marriage. Most of us can recall “good 
fathers” and “good mothers” who landed 
in a divorce court. 


Waar SHALL BE OUR ATTITUDE 
as Christians toward this important in- 
stitution of marriage? The future of our 
country will be greatly influenced by this 
problem. Broken homes often mean bro- 
ken lives for the children involved. An 
insecure, unsettled, unhappy childhood, 
with divided affections, cannot result in 
: well-rounded, properly adjusted adult- 

ood. 

The answer to this problem is the same 
as the answer to the rest of the world’s 
ills—Christ. While it may be possible for 
hon-Christians to build a successful mar- 
Tiage, the best assurance of real success 
is that the lives of the two who take the 
beautiful and impressive marriage vows 
shall be Christ-centered. 
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It has been emphasized again and 
again that no Christian should marry an 
unbeliever, yet we find this happening 
often. I recall a sweet Christian girl I 
once knew who married a young man 
totally indifferent to the church. To 
please her, he attended Sunday morning 
services more or less regularly, but often 
on Sunday evening when the church bell 
rang and she longed to go to church, she 
was to be found playing cards with his 
friends. There are those who would con- 
demn her, but her case rests with the 
Lord. She had married an unbeliever and 
was being torn two ways. At best, it is not 
an easy situation. 

Solomon’s downfall in later life came 
because “his wives turned away his 
heart.” When he married the daughter 
of Pharaoh, “he brought her out of the 
city of David, into the house that he had 
built for her.” The city of David was too 
sacred a place for the dwelling of the 
daughter of Pharaoh. She could not go 
with her husband into the highest, 
noblest, and most sacred realms of his 
life. She was not fit for the holy places 
of God. There was no compatibility in 
the best things and the holy things of 


life, and thus the seed of Solomon's 
downfall was planted. 

It is important to choose one’s mate 
with care, and there must be that deep 
affection and mutual understanding 
which draw two people together. The 
questions to ask are, “Will I’ be happy to 
spend the rest of my life in intimate 
association with this person? Will he (or 
she) be in sympathy with that which is 
sacred and holy and best in my life?” 


Ti sence IS A COMPANION- 
SHIP, and unless a couple enters into it 
with the basis of congenial personalities 
and mutual respect and affection, it isn’t 
likely to be successful. Also, living to- 
gether in harmony is a matter of “give 
and take,” and that must not be all “give” 
on one side and all “take” on the other. 
Almost any couple of reasonable intelli- 
gence and purpose can live together in 
harmony and happiness if each forgets 
his or her own selfish motives and, with 
consideration, tact and loving under- 
standing, makes the other’s happiness 
paramount. Mature marriage is not ro-

ome three hundred years ago, in the 
dead of night, a force of French 
Canadians and Indians, led by 
Rouville, approached the little 
frontier town of Deerfield, Mass. 
The hard-packed snow which had drifted 
against the sides of the palisade made it 
easy for them to climb the crust and 
vault into the enclosed village. In the 
hurried melee they set fire to the town, 
slaughtered about fifty inhabitants, and 
captured one hundred eleven more. These, 
except for the ones who sank beneath the 
murderous strain, they forced to stagger 
three hundred miles to their rendezvous 
in Canada. 
How could this tragedy have happened? 
The sentinels set to call the peaceful, “All 
is well,” to the people of Deerfield had 
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fallen asleep. They allowed their breth- 
ren to perish without warning! 

But great as was the fate trembling in 
the hands of watchmen then, we have a 
greater obligation. Our assignment is 
given, not by government, but by our 
Lord’s Great Commission unto the evan- 
gelization of the world! Watchmen He 
appoints us, to proclaim the grace of God 
and to warn of danger. 

No one else can do it. Yet the task 
clearly is unfinished. We have been or- 
dained world watchmen. Some of us must 
proclaim the message to souls in Mon- 
golia, Brazil, Siberia. We are accountable, 
as were the sleeping sentinels of Deer- 
field. 

God states our responsibility thus: “Son 
of man, I have made thee a watchman 
unto the house of Israel: therefore hear 
the word at my mouth, and give them 


warning from me. When I say unto the 
wicked, Thou shalt surely die; and thou 
givest him not warning, nor speakest to 
warn the wicked from his wicked way... 
the same wicked man shall die in his 
iniquity; but his blood will I require at 
thy hand” (Ezek. 3:17, 18). 

What a warning to us—yet fearful re- 
sults continue as fruits of our neglect. 
For those who have not heard of Christ

of God, “even his eternal power and God- 
head,” and therefore “they are without 
excuse” (Rom. 1:20). For even as we 
apart from Christ must perish, those to 
whom our trumpets have not proclaimed 
redemption’s theme are still in darkness 
as if Christ were yet to come. 


Be: THE cry Of the watch- 
man includes other things than warning 
of danger. The voice of thy watchmen 
shall also “break forth into joy . . . for 
the Lord hath comforted his people... 
and all the ends of the earth shall see 
the salvation of our God” (Isa. 52:9, 10). 
Salvation, accomplished! Those lands 
apart from Christ, where danger and sin 
rule like some monstrous giant poised to 
strike, shall hear the call. 

Watchmen, you whom God would set 
upon the walls of the world, keep not 
silence! World watchmen you are! Our 
redemption through Christ must not be 
kept to ourselves. We must not leave 
these nations alone, for they have turned 
to graven idols. They have taken false 
philosophies. They have rejected the light 
of conscience. ; 

What have they left? Only outward 
moral veneer—nothing to redeem, noth- 
ing to restore the soul. But from Christ 
our resurrected and living Lord they may 


receive inward cleansing by His blood of F 


the new covenant. 

Watchman, where is your bugle? Let it 
sound forth! If we sound that call, men 
will come! If we meet our responsibility, 
men will be saved. Then will be fulfilled 
in a new way Jeremiah’s utterance, “For 
there shall be a day, that the watchmen 
upon the mount... shall cry, Arise ye, 


and let us go up to Zion unto the Lord 


our God” (Jer. 31:6). 

What have we to do? Work still needs 
to be done. Thousands of watchmen have 
offered their lives, but still God holds 
open the place for us to occupy. Some 
called to go! Some called to stay while 
sending those who must go. Stop the gaps 
in the ranks of watchmen! Take up your 
trumpet! 

Oh, thou that tellest good tidings to 
Afghanistan, get thee up on a high moun- 
tain. 

Oh, thou that tellest good tidings to 
Africa, lift up thy voice with strength; 
lift it up, be not afraid; say unto the 
cities of Russia, “Behold your God!”

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SOLEMN CALL to return to a defi- 
nite practice of the positive side 
of our Christian life was sound- 
ed by many of the twenty-five 
Founder’s Week speakers who 

brought forty-one messages in the seven- 
day conference. The utter inadequacy of 
only the negative aspects of Christianity 
was presented in some connection by 
most of the noted evangelists, pastors and 
Bible teachers. 

Although the speakers were not as- 
signed topics for their addresses nor a 
special theme for the conference, most 
touched on the theme of restoring an 
ethical and spiritual standard of conduct 
among Christians. 

The forty-first conference commem- 
orated the birth of D. L. Moody, Institute 
founder, 110 years ago. 

In the keynote address at the opening 
session, Dean William Culbertson ac- 
cented the ethics of the gospel as applied 
to Christian living and conduct. Said Dr. 
Culbertson: “Christianity is not a bou- 
quet of negatives. It has some great 
flowering positives—love, joy, peace, long- 
suffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, 
meekness, self-control.” 

Dr. H. A. Ironside, beloved pastor of 
Moody Memorial church, and Dr. C. 
Norman Bartlett, of the Institute faculty, 
carried the unofficial theme further as 
they called for unity among believers, 
both preaching from the fourth chapter 
of Ephesians, Dr. Ironside at 8:30 and Dr. 
Bartlett at 9:15 a.m. 

While there are many different church- 
es, there is only one true body of Christ, 
both speakers emphasized, and Christian 
unity should include the other unities 
cited by Paul, “one Spirit, one hope of 
your calling, one Lord, one faith, one 
baptism, one God and Father.” 

“There is too much economy with the 
gifts of Jesus, because many of us are 
unwilling to pay the price in prayer and 
obedience that they might be used of 
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Him,” said Dr. Bartlett in his message 
on “Oneness.” Dr. Ironside, who had the 
Bible teaching period the first three days 
of the conference, continued his exposi- 
tion from Ephesians, pointing out that 
there was a reason why Paul nut a 
“some” before prophets, apostles, evan- 
gelists, but “pastors and teachers” are 
included together. In a plea to the 
preachers, he asked that they fulfill their 
mission to teach the Word along with 
their preaching, and to lead their people 
as shepherds. 

Apex of emphasis on the theme came 
as Dr. William Allan Dean, of Aldan, Pa., 
struck out forcefully for Christians to 
“put off” in the words of Paul to the 
Colossians, but not to leave the exhorta- 
tion without remembering to “put on.” 
Using Old Testament characters as illus- 
trations, Dr. Dean told of Joshua’s warn- 
ing from the Lord to 
tell the people to put 
away the idols they had 
brought up from Egypt, 
but also to serve God, 
thereby meeting the 
positive requirement. 

Because of this came 
the victory of Ebenezer. 

It is not enough to 
put away the things of 
the world without go- 
ing the next step and 
putting on the things 
that God has set forth 
for His people. Asa 
was told of God to put 
away the idols and 
the Sodomites, and to 
bring into the house of 
the Lord that which 
had been dedicated for 
it. Jehoshophat was 
told to take out the 
ugly thing and let God 
be brought in, Dr. 

Dean related.

“Paul tells the Romans (Rom. 12:2) to 
be non-conformists. There are, however, 
too many Christians today who are non- 
conformists, but who are also non-trans- 

,formists.” According to II Corinthians 
4:2, Christians are to renounce the hid- 
den things of dishonesty, no longer walk- 
ing in craftiness, nor handling the Word 
deceitfully, but that is not as far as the 
admonition goes. We should follow it 
through by “commending ourselves to 
every man’s conscience.” Timothy was 
exhorted to “flee youthful lusts,” but also 
to pursue righteousness. 
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In what many of the conference guests 
regarded as one of the highlights of the 
conference, Dr. Wilbur M. Smith, Insti- 
tute faculty member, ended his forceful 
exposition of the parable of wheat and 
tares with the plea: “As we get closer to 


‘one world’... you and I are going to 
have to be the children of His grace more 
than ever.” 


The wheat sowed was the sons of God, 
while the tares were the children of the 
devil sowed by him, he said. The danger- 
ous feature of tares is that they are 
similar to wheat to the extent that they 
cannot be distinguished until the harvest. 
Present conditions, he declared, show 
that as he has been doing since the start 
of the Christian era, the devil is sowing 
his tares among God’s people. 

Illustrating his point from history, Dr. 
Smith pointed to the fact that there 
never was a false Messiah until the real 
one came and had been rejected. After 
the early Church’s advances, the devil 
sowed Gnosticism; when God sowed the 
Reformation, the devil planted deism; 
after Moody’s work a century ago, Mary 
Baker Eddy’s Christian Science; after 
the missions movement of the last cen- 
tury, the devil sowed the materialism of 
Huxley, Russell and John Dewey. 

In a secondary definition of “messiah,” 
Dr. Smith accused Communism of trying 
to fulfill that mission by promising liber- 
ation to oppressed peoples. All of these 
tares, he said, have their danger in the 
outward similarity, but inward opposi- 
tion to God’s Word and work. As the 
harvest draws near, the sons of God will 
become more like God and the sons of 
the devil will become more like Satan, 
just as the difference between wheat and 
tares eventually becomes apparent.

|FOUNDER’S WEEK CONFERENCE 


Using the imagery and setting of a 
race, Bishop C. F. Derstine, of Kitchener, 
Ont., spoke from Hebrews 12. He men- 
tioned the spiritual laziness, legalism, 
temper, jealousy of Christians as the 
weights that are holding back many of 
God’s children today from running their 
races as God would have them run. 

“Why the revival hasn’t come,” was the 
subject of Gustaf F. Johnson, of Minne- 
apolis, in one of the evening sessions at 
Moody Church. Revival, he said, has been 
slow in coming because of the lack of re- 
pentance on the part of Christians. 
“Christians are willing to have evangel- 
ism in their churches, but they do not 
want to pay the price of repentance.” 

Other highlights of the conference in- 
cluded the annual Radio Rally presented 
by the Institute’s twin radio stations 
WMBI-WDLM. Robert Parsons, director, 
introduced the members of the staff, who 
gave a representative view of their part 
in getting the gospel out via the airlanes. 

The program was broadcast over the 
frequency modulation station WDLM, as 
were all the evening sessions of the con- 
ference, and included a dramatic sketch 
of two incidents from the life of D. L. 
Moody written especially for the rally. 
The sketch dramatized the founding of 
the Institute, and the first beginning of 
Founder’s Week when, on one Feb. 5 
years ago, Mr. Moody cancelled all classes 
for the day and went with the students 
on a sleigh ride. 

Wendell P. Loveless, pioneer in Insti- 
tute radio, summed up the emphasis of 
the Radio Department for the present 
day in the three words—grace, guidance, 
glory.

A POST-RESURRECTION CRISIS 

To the reader of the English Bible the ; 
words of Peter “I go a fishing” (John 
21:3) means just a little fling at fishing 
until Jesus should come. But to the stu- 
dent of the Greek New Testament, the 
text here points to the final crisis in our 
Lord’s ministry, a crisis of such magni- 
tude that when one discovers it, he is 
appalled. 

The Greek for “a fishing” is dadcebew 
(halieuein), a present infinitive express- 
ing progressive action. The translation 
should read either, “I am going to start 
fishing and I am going to keep on con- 
stantly fishing,” or, “I am going to be a 
fisherman.” Either rendering giyes us 
the information that Peter had decided 
to forsake his preaching commission and 
go back to his fishing business perma- 
nently. 

To make the case still stronger, the 
words “I go” are irayw (hupago), a verb 
speaking of the act of going, which act 
includes a departure from antecedent 
relations. Peter was severing his rela- 
tions with the Lord Jesus so far as his 
active service was concerned, and what is 
more, he was leading six other disciples 
to do the same thing. Had his plan suc- 
ceeded, the other five would have un- 
doubtedly followed the leadership of 
Peter. 

This was a crisis. The preaching of the 
gospel had been committed to twelve 
men. Our Lord had trained these men 
for three years to preach the gospel after 
He ascended to heaven. Now they were 
leaving Him in the lurch. What a master 
stroke of Satan. The same Peter who had 
said, when our Lord was referring to His 
cross, “Be it far from thee, Lord”; the 
same Peter who had taken an oath to 
the effect that he did not know the Lord 
Jesus, and had called down the divine 
curses upon himself if his claim were not 
true, this same Peter was now the instru- 
ment that brought on the crisis which 
threatened the entire future plan of God 
with relation to the Church and Israel. 

The construction which we have put 
upon Peter’s words is based upon the 
rules of Greek grammar and the exact 
meaning of the Greek words involved. 
The English of the Authorized Version is 
ambiguous. The Greek text here is as 
clear as a sunbeam, as accurate as a 
mathematical demonstration. 

The risen Lord Jesus meets this crisis 
by making the disciples business failures 
(they caught no fish), by providing their 
every. need should they resume their 
preaching (the miraculous draught of 
fish), by testing Peter’s love for Him 
(“Peter, do you love me more than these 
fish?”) , and by ordering Peter back to His 
preaching (“Feed my sheep”). Peter 
never forgot this, for he wrote many 
years later, “The elders which are among 
you... feed the flock of God” (I Pet. 
§:1, 2).

REBIRTH OF THE DARK AGES IN 
AN AGE OF LIGHT 
HINGS are happening south of the 
border which should make people in 
the United States ponder seriously. With- 
in the last few months an event has taken 
place which is typical of what is happen- 
ing in Mexico, revealing the extent to 
which the Roman Catholic Church will 
go to suppress religious liberty. 

Most of the evangelical churches of 
Mexico meet annually in a convention of 
six days. The 1946 convention was held 
in the city of Toluca, a short distance 
from Mexico City. As my wife and I were 
present, and eye-witnesses to much that 
took place, we believe that these facts 
should be known. 

The Catholics of Toluca, months be- 
fore the convention was to be held, pre- 
sented a petition to the mayor to pro- 
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hibit this meeting of Protestants. In this 
they were unsuccessful, as he, though a 
Catholic, clearly showed them that the 
Protestants as well as they had a legiti- 
mate right to hold special meetings in 
their respective churches, according to 
the constitution of the country. 

Balked here, they made plans to hold 
a series of meetings (holy hours, as they 
call them) each day of the convention in 
the Catholic church directly across the 
street from the Presbyterian church 
which was to be the host to the conven- 
tion. 

Thus it was that each day, at the same 
time that the convention was in ses- 
sion, Catholic priests with loudspeakers 
launched a tirade against the Protestants. 
Obscene statements were made regarding 
the Protestants which cannot be re- 
peated. It was stated as a fact that every 


this procession. Apparently the Catholic 


vfanatics ignorantly misunderstood this 


patriotic gesture as an act of spiritual 
aggression and defiance. 

During the course of the day rumors 
spread throughout the city that the Prot- 
estants would bring about at that time 
the closing of the Catholic churches in 
the city. The previous night, we learned 
later, the priest had endeavored to arouse 
the spirits of his people into storming the 
convention hall. However, the people had 
not responded wholeheartedly and so the 
plan was apparently postponed. 

Sunday afternoon messengers went 
through the neighboring Indian villages 
asking them for help, as their Catholic 
duty, to drive the Protestants out of the 
city, falsely declaring that they had dared 
to burn the image of the holy Virgin. 
Naturally, by nightfall the Catholic 
church directly across from the conven- 
tion was packed with people. About the 
middle of the evening service of the con- 
vention, approximately two thousand en- 
raged Catholics armed with sticks, 
knives, stones and pistols stormed the one 
entrance of the church. Fortunately the 
large door was closed just in time as the 
mob surged against it. The few police- 
men tried to disperse the crowd, but in 
vain. Firemen came and with water tried 
to drive the mob away, but they only 
broke up into smaller groups in order to 
make repeated drives upon the firemen 
and policemen who had taken their stand 
with their backs to the door. As the situa- 
tion became more critical, federal troops

I do not deserve all this 
help. 

““My little boy asked me to thank 
you and all the good ladies of your 
Society for their interest in us. He 
is so happy that there are some He- 
brew Christians in this world. I had 
to take him out of school, and I am 
very sorry. He was persecuted by 
the other boys, who called him ‘Jew’ 
and kept throwing stones at him. 

“Ts it everywhere the same, 
Mummy?’ my boy asks me. What 
shall I answer him?” 

Only our true Christian love can 
provide the right answer—that God 
is love and that those who ar¢ His 
own, love the suffering brethren of 
our Saviour, and that in Him there 
is peace and abundant salvation. 

At this time we remember with 
gratitude what the Lord has done for 
us, and pray fervently for our dis- 
tressed brethren in Europe. We shall 
welcome you to this prayerful fel- 
lowship.

were finally called. Pistols were fired and 
I was told that the chief of police, among 
others, was wounded. From the towers of 
the Catholic church fanatics armed with 
pistols shot down upon the policemen, 
firemen and troops. 

At first notice of what was taking place 


+ outside, the convention suspended its 


service. Every one of us realized the criti- 
cal situation, as there was only one exit 
and that was being stormed by the in- 
furiated mob. No one could be sure how 
long the door would hold, nor what forces 
defended it. All the time we could hear 
shouts and threats against the Protest- 
ants. As one mass after another rushed 
the door, everyone instantly knelt in 
prayer, asking forgiveness for those with- 
out and for the Lord’s protection. Later, 
each one took his place in the pew await- 
ing the ultimate results. I took special 
note of the reactions on the part of those 
present. There was first a feeling of fear, 
but this soon passed and calmness and 
peace settled over the whole assembly. 

About eleven o’clock order was restored, 
preventing the possible massacre of over 
one thousand Protestants. With troops 
stationed on either side of the street, the 
delegates of the convention in small 
groups were allowed to leave the church. 
It was indeed good to get out into the 
open air and again find quietness. How- 
ever, underneath that stillness of the late 
night there was still the uncanny feeling 
of unrest. We made our way to the hotel 
with thanksgiving in our hearts to God 
for this deliverance. 

The next day the mayor called the 
priest of the Catholic church and the 
president of the convention to his office in 
order to get complete and accurate in- 
formation regarding the whole affair. The 
priest, so we were told, was fined five 
thousand pesos, and in his presence the 
mayor testified that though he himself 
was a Catholic, he was ashamed of the 
conduct of his people. At the same time 
he expressed his great admiration for the 
spirit which had prevailed in the con- 
vention during this disturbance. 

Reluctantly we record in this so-called 
age of light another page in the history 
of missions, with a pen dipped in the ink 
of the Dark Ages.—John T. Dale, in The 
Mexican Indian.

critically than the pastor himself. Her 
tasks are handed her, tasks that require 
long hours of hard work, and she must 
do her work well if the pastor is a “suc- 
cess.” Sometimes her church puts her in 
the limelight; sometimes it keeps her in 
the background. 

Hers is not an easy place to fill. More 
is required of her than is required of her 
preacher husband. Usually things re- 
quired of her are considered “little 
things,” but they are more exacting than 
are the requirements of any other per- 
sons in the community. 

She must open her home to the local 
church at all times in all ways, regard- 
less of the inconvenience to her own 
family. She must be able to fill any place 
in the church work which someone else 
has failed, in the last moment, to fill, but 
she must not seek a place of leadership 
for herself. She must forever hear the 
secrets and the grievances of most of the 
homes of her church people, but must 
never, never divulge one. 

All these duties and many more are 
hers. She is truly a servant of God.—The 
Cumberland Presbyterian.

BIBLICAL PREACHING 

If preaching could save the world, it 
ought to be saved now, for there is plenty 
of it. There is greater concentration of 
preaching in some places, it is true, and 
many parts have little or no preaching 
at all. Christian missions are supposed 
to equalize the situation, but they do not. 
We still have a preponderance of preach- 
ing in the privileged centers, but there 
is there no corresponding preponderance 
in the power of God unto salvation. It 
often happens that where there is com- 
paratively little preaching the results in 
the salvation of people are much larger. 
Certainly, it is not a matter of little or 
much preaching, but the character of 
the message delivered and the personality 
of the messenger. 

When preachers have a simpler ap- 
proach to the people, when their deliver- 
ances have not to be qualified by social, 
cultural, and personal considerations, 
they are inclined and more nearly com- 
pelled to stay close to the Bible. The 
high-toned philosophical and humanistic 
discussions cannot receive the same kind 
of reception or attention where the 
preacher must deal with elemental hu- 
manity. Not only do they not fit, they 
have an empty and a futile sound; their 
effect there is practically nothing, and so 
they are either not tried or they are soon 
abandoned. 

To preach the Bible requires more than 
ordinary effort and uncommon fidelity 
to study, research, and prayer. No man 
will ever be an effective biblical preacher 
who will not devote himself assiduously 
to devotional and faith-filled applications 
of the Word of God. We may say that 
many preachers do not expound the 
Scriptures as a homiletical process be- 
cause they have found easier ways of 
preparing addresses. Give us a faithful 
preacher of the Word, and you will lead 
us to a hard-working student. It is with- 
out doubt the most difficult, but also the 
most rewarding, undertaking for the

MOSES’ FATHER 
E.V.F., Lynch, Ky. 

Questions: (1) Is the name of Moses’ 
father mentioned anywhere in the Bible 
or is there anything in history about 
him? (2) What is the difference in the 
accounts of the creation of man and 
woman, since in Genesis 1:27 it is stated 
that God created them male and female, 
and Genesis 2:21, 22 declares that the 
woman was made from a rib of Adam? 


Answers: (1) Amram, the father of 
Moses, is mentioned in Exodus 6:20 as 
the husband of Jochebed, Moses’ mother, 
and in a number of other places in gen- 
ealogies. Josephus, the Jewish historian, 
speaks of him as “one of the nobler sort 
of the Hebrews,” and if his name is an 
indication of his character that may well 
be. His name means “a people exalted.” 
It was a prophecy of the destiny of his 
people and no doubt a source of en- 
couragement to faith in the difficult cir- 
cumstances attending Moses’ birth and 
preservation. He is also mentioned, al- 
though not by name, in the book of 
Hebrews (11:23) as one of “his parents.” 
The mother is no doubt more prominent 
in the story, and her name, meaning 
“Jehovah is glory,” is probably also an 
indication of her character and faith. 
Moses was probably an unusual child and 
may well have received at his mother’s 
knee the profound impressions and 
quickening of faith which under God 
made him so great a person. 

(2) The statement of the creation of 
man as male and female in Genesis 1:27 
is a general statement. The’ word is 
Adam and is a generic term including 
male and female. In Adam God created 
all mankind. As distinct from the person, 
Adam, the word stands for all mankind. 
Genesis 2:21, 22 is a detailed account 
of the creation of woman and shows the 
manner in which God accomplished it. 
Genesis 1:27 reveals that it was God’s 
purpose to create man male and female. 
There are rich spiritual lessons in the 
account of the accomplishment of that 
purpose in Genesis 2.

DANIEL AND THE IMAGE 
C.F., Allentown, Pa. 

Questions: (1) Since Daniel is not 
mentioned in Daniel 3, where it is re- 
lated that his three companions were 
thrown into the fiery furnace for not 
worshiping Nebuchadnezzar’s image, does 
this imply that he did bow to the 
king’s image? (2) Acts 9:7 states that the 
men with Saul heard a voice but saw 
no one, whereas Acts 22:9, in Paul’s own 
account, says they saw the light but 
heard not the voice that spoke. Are not 
these contradictory? 
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Answers: (1) It is unthinkable in 
view of Daniel’s character as revealed 
in this book that he should bow down to 
Nebuchadnezzar’s image while his three 
companions so uncompromisingly re- 
fused. We have no means of knowing 
where he was or what he was doing at 
that time, since nothing is mentioned. 
We can only conjecture. 

It is possible that in view of his great 
favor with the king an exception was 
made in his case because of the re- 
markable interpretation of the king’s 
vision. Perhaps his enemies dared not 
accuse him. The selection of his three 
companions may have been an experi- 
ment to see if they could follow it up 
with Daniel. He may have been absent. 

The chief aim of the incident, however, 
is to reveal God’s great power and glory. 
It was, in a sense, as much a contest 
between Jehovah, the Most High God, 
and a pagan idol as in the days of Elijah 
on Mt. Carmel. It was Christ versus anti- 
Christ. 

(2) We may always take it for granted 
that there is no real contradiction in 
the Scriptures. Apart from this also, the 
reputation of Luke as a reliable historian 
has been so well established that we can 
hardly expect such contradiction. 

Acts 9:7 does indeed say that the men 
with Paul heard a voice, but a marginal 
reading is the word “sound.” Acts 22:9, 
in stating that they did not hear the 
voice, no doubt suggests that it was the 
actual words which they did not hear. 
They heard the sound but not what was 
being said to Saul. Perhaps this was 
purposely so, since had they understood 
the real nature of the words being 
uttered, there might have been opposition 
from them.

GENTILES IN THE OLD 
TESTAMENT 
E.L.P., Hillsdale, Okla. 
Question: Is there any record in the 
Old Testament of Gentiles who were 
saved? 


Answer: The statement of Peter in 
Act 10:34, 35, that God is no respecter 
of persons, but that in every nation there 
are those who fear Him and work righte- 
ousness and are acceptable to Him, may 
certainly be applied to Old Testament 
times. Abraham, himself, was a Hebrew 
only in the sense that he was the father 
of the Hebrews; but it was said of him 
before the law or the Hebrew people 
existed that he believed God and it was 
counted or reckoned to him for righte- 
ousness (Gen. 15:6). 

Contemporary with Abraham there was 
that mysterious character Melchizedek, 
called the priest of the most high God, 
and type of the priesthood of the Lord 





Jesus. Enoch walked with God and did 
not even see death, while Noah was a 
preacher of righteousness. 

But even in the days of Israel as a 
nation there were, for instance, the spe- 
cific and striking cases of Rahab, of 
whom the Epistle to the Hebrews says 
that her faith saved her (11:31); and 
Ruth, a member of the Moabitish nation, 
that was not to be received into Israel 
(Deut. 23:3). She was the great grand- 
mother of David and an ancestress of 
the Lord Jesus Himself. 

King David had about him, no doubt, 
those who were not Hebrews, yet were 
received into Israel with him, and were 
believers in the Old Testament sense. 

These of course, were saved by. faith 
in the same way that any Israelite 
could be saved. They believed in the God 
of Israel and in the law, especially the 
law of the sacrifice of an innocent sub- 
stitute for the guilty, expressed in the 
Old Testament through animal sacrifice 
until Christ should come, the worthy and 
infinite sacrifice of which they were the 
type and shadow.

THE BELIEVER AND REMARRIAGE

Question: What is the meaning of 
I Corinthians 7:15, and its relation to 
remarriage? How can we determine 
“what God hath joined together” (Matt. 
19:6) and what constitutes a marriage? 






































Answer: In I Corinthians 7:15 the 
apostle Paul is not discussing the matter 
of divorce or remarriage. He does not say 
here, or anywhere else, that a Christian 
partner deserted by a heathen may be 
married to someone else, whatever his 
opinion might have been about it. All 
he says is: “If the unbelieving depart, 
let him depart. A brother or a sister is 
not under bondage in such cases: but 
God hath called us to peace.” This says 
nothing about remarriage. 

All that the apostle exhorts Christians 


























to do in this chapter is to have quiet- e: 
ness or rest in their particular situation. p 
If some are not married let them remain 
so, and if they are married, let them i, 
remain so. If an unbelieving partner . 
departs, let them depart and so remain. e] 
In such cases the believer was not “un- e€ 
der bondage” or bound to insist on the 
continuance of the relationship. God has ef 
called us to peace in our particular situa- eC 
tion. This is all of which this text to the c 
Corinthians treats. el 
The expression “what therefore God 
hath joined together” (Matt. 19:6) is a eC 
general statement, simply referring to the eL 
institution of marriage. It does not have 
in view the marriage of believers as being § HO F 
the only ones God has joined together. 8727-¢ 
Of anyone entering the marriage rela- 
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tionship it may be said in a general way 
that God has joined them together, be- 
cause the institution of marriage is di- 
vinely ordained. Two persons thus united 
are married even if some circumstance 
of sin led to their legal union.

GOD AND PUNISHMENT 
A.J.M., Halifax, Canada 
Question: If God punishes men for- 
ever, where does His justice come in with 
regard to the heathen, the insane, etc. 


Answer: In the first place, the 
eternal character of both salvation and 
condemnation are made sufficiently and 
abundantly plain in the Scriptures. If 
it is not true of one, it is not true of the 
other, for the same word is used in each 
case. But it is true of both. We may 
certainly trust God with regard to those 
who may be “unaccountable,” and we 
shall have to leave to Him to decide 
who is accountable or not. 

It is presumption for any mortal to 
question God’s justice if some are 
destined to eternal condemnation. 
Romans 1 should be seriously pondered 
to realize the utter corruption and wick- 
edness of the pagan world (see v. 20) 
and the extent of God’s patience and 
longsuffering (see also Rom. 2:1-9). 

With regard again to the word 
“eternal,” the character of this word is 
revealed by such words as “abideth” 
(John 3:36). What did the Lord Jesus 
mean when He said that the wrath of 
God “abideth” on them that believe not, 
or by the “everlasting fire” of Matthew 
18:8, 9, or by the word “never” in the 
statement “the fire that never shall be 
quenched” (Mark 9:43-48)? Nothing 
could be plainer or more forceful than 
such expressions.

THE TWENTY-FOUR ELDERS

Question: Who are the twenty-four 
elders of Revelation 4:4 and who is 
Michael of Revelation 12:7? 


Answer: The twenty-four elders 
wear white robes and golden crowns. 
These suggest a royal priesthood, and 
stand no doubt for the royal and priestly 
character of both Old and New Testa- 
ment believers. The term “elder” in the 
Old Testament was identified with gov- 
ernment and judging, and is therefore 
suggestive here of government in a new 
order of things. 

The archangel Michael, so designated 
in Jude 9, seems to be particularly identi- 
fied with the nation Israel, as indicated 
by Daniel 10:13, 21. The term “prince” 
in these verses is simply another title 
which explains the authority and dignity 
of this archangel.

THE LORD’S SUPPER AND SIN 
J.L., Cleveland, Ohio 

Question: Is there forgiveness of sin 
to anyone who does not partake of the 
Lord’s Supper? 


Answer: The simple command is, 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou shalt be saved.” It is by faith in 
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the death of Christ on the cross in our 
behalf and in our place that we are 
forgiven our sins and made children of 
God. Also, “if we confess our sins, he 
is faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness” (I John 1:9). 

The ordinance of the Lord’s Supper 
was given us to remember the Lord’s 
death till He come, and the vast ma- 
jority of believers feel that we ought to 
partake of the Lord’s Supper. It is con- 
ducive to heart-searching, confession, 
and consecration. There are some, how- 
ever, who feel conscientiously that it is 
not necessary to remember the Lord’s 
death by what they call mere material 
symbols. It cannot be said that to so 
abstain is sin, or that sin will not be 
forgiven to such. But the large majority 
of believers do feel that it to be neces- 
sary, since it was instituted by the Lord 
Jesus Himself, and that it is a blessing 
and a distinct help to faith.

Census of 
Religious Bodies 
1946 


HE director of the census is author- 
ized by Congress to take a census of 
the religious bodies in the United States 
every ten years, the first census in this 
decennial series having been taken in 
1906. The information is_ collected 
through the use of a simple schedule or 
questionnaire, which is mailed to the in- 
dividual churches, filled out by the pastor 
or clerk, and returned to the Census Bu- 
reau for tabulation. This census provides 
the only official government figures with 
respect to membership in the various re- 
ligious denominations or organizations. 
Preparations are now being made for 
the 1946 census and the schedules will be 
mailed to the churches early in 1947. This 
is a most important inquiry and for its 
success it is vital that the Bureau of the 
Census have the utmost co-operation 
from the pastors or clerks of the 
churches, as well as from all religious 
leaders and officials. The schedule for 
this census includes a question on the 
number of members of each local church, 
with a supplementary question on the 
number under thirteen years of age. The 
second question on membership will fa- 
cilitate comparison among denominations 
having different provisions for inclusion 
of young children as church members. 
There are also questions on church ex- 
penditures, Sunday schools, etc. 

If the statistics of religious organiza- 
tions are to be of maximum value, it is 
essential that the returns be accurate 
and complete and cover, as nearly as pos- 
sible, every church or religious organiza- 
tion in the United States. The census 
can be completed promptly only if each 
pastor will participate wholeheartedly in 
the work by filling out the schedule for 
his church and returning it promptly to 
the Bureau of the Census.

brother. Mark saw his uncle. “If I only 
could redeem myself. Give me another 
chance!” 

“And Barnabas determined to take 
with them John, whose surname was 
Mark” (Acts 15:37). Barnabas made up 
his mind for both: He “determined to 
take with them John.” But “Paul thought 
not good to take him with them, who 
departed from them from Pamphylia, 
and went not with them to the work” 
(Acts 15:38). 

Notice how the “taking with” clung to 
Mark. “Barnabas ... to take with them 
John,” “but Paul thought not good to 
take him with them.” Finally, “Barnabas 
took Mark, and sailed unto Cyprus.” 

He would never have gone out again 
on his own initiative. But he did have 
initiative to go home. He went alone, no 
one took him home! Now he wanted to be 
taken once more, and Barnabas, his 
uncle, took him. But note that nothing 
is ever heard of their work. Of Paul’s 
much is said. 

But it pains one to read of what hap- 
pened to two intimate friends. Barnabas 
had introduced Saul to the brethren in 
Jerusalem and vouched for him. He had 
sought and found him at Tarsus and 
brought him out into the work. They had 
shared blessings and persecutions and 
hardships through years, and now—“the 
contention was so ‘sharp between them, 
that they departed asunder one from 
the other” (Acts 15:39). 

What deep sores. Were they ever 
healed? If it only hadn’t come out pub- 
licly. If those who have to quarrel would 
go out into the backyard, so no one would 
find out. But even we are reading all 
about this quarrel. And Mark was the 
cause of it. Why did he not rather with- 
draw? No, when uncle “took him,” he 
followed. 


Aw WAS THIS THE END? No, 
this was not the end. In II Timothy 4:11, 
Paul wrote to Timothy, “Take Mark, and 
bring him with thee: for he is profitable 
to me for the ministry.” What? Is this 
the same Paul who “thought not good to 
take him with them, who departed from 
them from Pamphylia, and went not 
with them to the work”? 

A change must have taken place. Had 
Paul changed? Hardly. It must be Mark 
had changed. He must have gotten hold 
of what was missing. 

What had helped him? Barnabas must 
have seen something worth while in him. 
He forsook an old friendship to try to 
make something out of Mark. And—he 
succeeded. How great! Had he not “taken 
him” there would not only have been 
something missing in Mark, but the 
whole man would have been missing. 
Perhaps many of us have at times needed 
someone to “take us” with him to be given 
@ lift. I can think of more than one whom 
I thank for taking me with him. 

Notice even yet Paul wrote, “Take 
Mark, and bring him with thee.” And

too (but could this help?) , Paul’s severity. 
That woke him up. He must have felt 
ashamed. “There is hope for the boy that 
can blush.” And it made a man of him. 

At last he heard: “Mark, Paul wants 
you. You have won his confidence. He 
says, you are profitable to him for the 
ministry.” What a blessing Paul’s severity 
was to Mark: Don’t always resent the 
hard knocks. They may be a blessing in 
disguise. 

In Philemon 24, Paul mentions Mark 
among his fellow laborers. The sores 
were healed. He had been redeemed. He 
was now a co-worker of Paul. Much can 
be done in co-work. That is the ideal, 
But even among missionaries there are 
those who are wonderful workers, yet 
very difficult as co-workers. They work 
best alone. They would accomplish more 
if only they were able to work together 
with others a little better. 

Colossians 4:10 says, “Marcus, sister’s 
son to Barnabas (touching whom ye re- 
ceived commandments: if he come unto 
you, receive him).” That is full confi- 
dence. Now he was coming to Colosse, 
and coming alone. No one was taking 
him any more. At last he had shaken it 
off. That was full restoration. He now 
had that which was missing. What an 
encouragement to us who realize there 
is so much that is missing in us. God 
can provide! 


= LASTLY, who has given us 
the Gospel according to Mark but this 
very same John Mark? That was a man’s 
job, and he did it like a man. What a 
wonderful inheritance he bequeathed the 
Church. Peter, who had won him in boy- 
hood, now gave him detailed information 
about the life of the Lord, and he wrote 
it in a book which has been the instru- 
ment for winning thousands. No estimate 
can be given of its worth. One would 
never have thought that to be in him. 
It was worth while to “take him with,” to 
be severe with him, to accept him. Had 
he done nothing else but write this Gos- 
pel, it would have been a life worth while. 
“But my God shall supply all your need 
according to his riches in glory by Christ 
Jesus” (Phil. 4:19).

John 14:1-6, 12-18; 15:1-6 
Memory Selection: Ye are my friends, 
if ye do whatsoever I command you. 
—John 15:14 


hour had come for the Lord’s final 

intimate words with His disciples. It 

was indeed a solemn, but also a blessed, 
hour. 

It was the night before the darkest day 
in the world’s history. On the morrow the 
Son of man was to hang on Calvary’s tree 
for the sins of the world—for your sins 
and for mine. But for the moment He 
was alone with His disciples. 

The last Passover had been eaten to- 
gether, the betrayer had been discovered, 
and the Lord has told them that He was 
soon to go where they could not follow. 
Peter had, by his bold self-assurance, 
brought forth the prophecy of his denial. 

The disciples were disturbed in heart 
and mind. Then came from the Saviour’s 
lips the words of comfort, assurance and 
power which have been the strength and 
solace of His people through all the cen- 
turies. Our life both here and hereafter 
is in His mighty hands. 

We learn in this precious portion of 
Scripture that a 


I. The Christian Need Not Be 
Fearful (14:1-6). 

That is indeed a good word—a needed 
word! Troubled hearts are everywhere— 
in the palace and in the cottage, on land, 
in the air and on the sea. There is a 
place of rest, thank God! There is One 
who still speaks the majestic words, “Let 
not your heart be troubled, believe in 
God, believe also in me.” 

His comfort is one which covers the 
future life, for He says, “I go to prepare 
a place” (v. 2). Concern about future 
destiny is settled at once when Christ 
Jesus becomes our Lord and Saviour. We 
need worry no longer. He has gone on 
before to the Father’s house to prepare 
a place for His own. When we come to 
that ever-peaceful shore we shall not 
come as strangers, but as sons and 
daughters to a prepared place in our Fa- 
ther’s house. 

His words, “I will come again” (v. 3), 
gives present meaning to the future 
promise. He not only prepared the place, 
but He it is who brings us there. The 
glorious hope of His coming again is the

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Christian’s greatest comfort and might- 
iest incentive to useful, holy living. 

How blessed it is to be sure of both here 
and hereafter. The doctrine of Christian 
assurance is one of vital importance, and 
should be taught in all its scriptural 
power and beauty. The believer’s assur- 
ance rests fundamentally on Christ Him- 
self. He said, “I am the way, the truth, 
and the life” (v. 6). These words are their 
own best commentary. Read them again, 
slowly, weighing the meaning of each 
word. If we are in Him who is the way, 
how safe we are! If we are not in Him? 
Read his own solemn words in verse 6: 
“No man cometh unto the Father but by 
me” (v. 6). Reader, where are you? 


II. The Christian Need Not Be 
Powerless (14:12-15). 

Christ’s followers are not here in a 
world of sin and need as a little group of 
hymn-singing weaklings, thinking only of 
the day when they shall be in a brighter 
land. Ah, yes, they sing hymns and re- 
joice in them; they look for a better 
land; their weapons of warfare are not 
carnal. But weaklings? Oh, no! God 
uses them to do great and mighty things 
for His glory. 

Note the blessed words of Jesus, “He 
that believeth on me” (v. 12). The army 
of God carries the royal banner of faith 
in a living Christ. “Greater works ... 
shall he do” (v. 12). Jesus only began 
His work on earth; its greatest develop- 
ment was to be the joyous privilege of 
His followers. We are ashamed that we 
have not lived up to this great promise, 
but by His grace we will do better. 

“If ye ask .. . I will do” (v. 14). Some- 
one has called this a signed blank check 
on all the resources of God. Faith fills it 
in, under the guidance of the Holy Spirit. 
Moody knew how to use it. So did Muel- 
ler, Livingstone, Hudson Taylor—the list 
might go indefinitely. Shall we dare 
to trust God and add our name as one 
of those who ask in faith? 


Ill. The Christian Need Not Be 
Distressed (14:16-18). 

The Holy Spirit, promised by Christ as 
the abiding Comforter, came so to abide 
in the believer on the day of Pentecost 
(Acts 2). 


The Holy Ghost is here, 
Where saints in prayer agree; 
As Jesus’ parting gift—is near 
Each pleading company. 


Not far away is He, 
To be by prayer brought nigh, 
But here in present majesty, 
As in His courts on high. 
—Charles H. Spurgeon 


The ministries of the Holy Spirit are 
many, but here the emphasis is on His 
work as Comforter. What a blessed and 
helpful ministry, and how much needed 


by distressed and disturbed souls! The 
Christian may count on Him—and not be 
distressed. 


IV. The Christian Need Not Be 
Detached (15:1-6). 

What is worse than the feeling that 
one does not belong to anyone else, that 
one is a detached individual! That is 
never true of the believer in Christ. We 
are as close to Him as the branch is to the 
vine. We are in Him. 

Christ is the vine, and the believer as 
a true branch is united with Him. There 
is a oneness here which is difficult to ex- 
press, but delightful to receive and be- 
lieve. He who is the vine needs no 
cleansing, but the branch needs constant, 
daily purification by the Word (v. 3). Are 
we permitting God’s Word to keep us 
clean? Only if we are reading it, study- 
ing it, meditating upon it. 

There is, moreover, a severer type of 
purging to which the husbandman sub- 
jects the vine that it may bear more 
richly, and that is pruning (v. 2). It 
may not be pleasant, my brother, but it 
is profitable, and remember whose loving 
and sure hand it is that wields the prun- 
ing knife (v. 1). 

Some branches must be cut away alto- 
gether and burned (v. 6). They lack the 
evidence of life—fruit bearing—and must 
be destroyed. These words are evidently 
not written to dishearten true believers, 
but they are a solemn warning to those 
who bear a false profession of Christian- 
ity. 
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PRAYER FOR CHRISTIAN 
BROTHERHOOD 


John 17:1-11, 20-23 


Memory Selection: And now I am 
no more in the world, but these are in 
the world, and I come to thee. Holy 
Father, keep through thine own name 
those whom thou hast given me, that 
they may be one, as we are—John 
17:11 


HE voice of the Son of God lifted in 

audible prayer! What could be more 
sacred and more blessed? He who had 
by act and example taught His disciples 
loving service (John 13), and had spoken 
to them words of comfort and assurance 
(John 14-16), now prayed for Himself, 
for them, and for us. 

While He spoke most intimately with 
the Father as His only begotten Son, He 
prayed aloud. that His disciples might 
hear His prayer, and join with Him in it. 

This prayer is often called the high 
priestly prayer of Christ, and rightly so, 
for here the “one mediator between God 
and men, the man Christ Jesus” (I Tim. 
2:5), spoke as “the High Priest of man- 
kind, who begins His sacrifice by offering 
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Himself to God with all His people” 
(Godet). 

First we find that He prayed for Him- 
self as He spoke of 


I. Salvation Finished—Then Glory 
with the Father (vv. 1-5). 

He looked up and said, “Father,” that 
was all. No struggling, no pleading, just 
the recognition of His own divinity, His 
intimate and unique Sonship to God. 
Throughout this entire prayer the same 
close relationship is found. It was not 
as we would pray “Our Father,” but 
“Father.” 

Jesus was the Son of God. Yes, He was 
and is God. He and the Father are one 
in blessed eternal, infinite unity. But as 
He is in the Father, we who believe are 
in Him. So the poet well says: 

“Near, so very near to God, 
Nearer I cannot be, 

For in the person of His Son, 
I am as near as He.” 

This divine Redeemer, who laid down 
His glory when He came to earth (Phil. 
2:7, 8) to be a Saviour, was now ready 
to take up that glory again. He spoke of 
the work of salvation as completed, for 
in His obedient soul the death on the 
cross which was just ahead was already 
accomplished. 

Now He was ready for the Father to 
glorify Him even as He had glorified the 
name of the Father. That prayer was 
answered, and Christ now sits at the 
right hand of the Father in heaven. What 
a glorious Saviour we have! 

His prayer was soon turned to those 
who had believed in Him. They were 
precious to Him, for they were given to 
Him by the Father. 


II. Out of the World—Then Kept 
by the Father (vv. 6-11). 

There is something powerfully assuring 
to the believer to read the words of 
Jesus which declare that these who had 
believed on Him had been given to Him 
by the Father. They belonged to the 
Father, and He gave them to the Son. 
They kept the Word of God, and thus 
they knew the Son as the manifestation 
of the Father. What could be more cer- 
tain for time and eternity! 

Note that they were taken “out of the 
world”—that does not mean that they 
left this earth. They lived here as we 
live here, but they were delivered from 
that evil world power which opposes God. 

Some professed Christians who find 
their greatest delight in fellowship with 
the Christ-rejecting world had better 
read carefully here, for it appears that 
the one who is truly in Christ is not “of 
the world.” 

These disciples had to remain in the 
world (though they were not of it!) and 
they needed to be kept. Now that the 
earthly ministry of Jesus was to be 
brought to a close, He tenderly placed 
them anew in the Father’s mighty hand. 
Again we say, what could be more 
blessedly secure than that! 

We must note that the Lord had spe- 
cial interest and prayer for His own. 
Verse 9 obviously does not mean that He 
is not interested in all mankind. He died 
for them (John 3:16). But here His 
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prayer the world was left out. That makes 
us feel still more assured in Him. He, the 
plessed Son of God and only Saviour, 
prayed for you and me! 

The closing words of verse 11 reach out 
into the third petition of our Lord as He 
prayed for their 


III. Unity in Christ—Then Testi- 
mony to the World (vv. 20-23). 

The verses between the foregoing divi- 
sion and this one (v. 12-19) are impor- 
tant. Our Lord was concerned about the 
hatred of the world for these who had 
received the Word of the Father, and yet 
He would not have them taken out of the 
world. They were to be His witnesses— 
even as we are to be in our day. They 
must remain in the world; but being one 
in Christ and sanctified through the 
truth, they were to be kept for God and 
used by Him. 





March 30 
JESUS LAYS DOWN HIS LIFE 
John 18:37, 38; 19:10-16, 25b-30 


Memory Selection: For God so loved 
the world, that he gave his only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever believeth 
in him should not perish but have 
everlasting life—John 3:16 


HE cross of Calvary, from man’s view- 

point, was “a paradox. There is some- 
thing startling and seemingly incredible 
about the idea of a crucified king, par- 
ticularly if those who do the crucifying 
are the king’s own subjects. Kingship 
implies rulership over others, and not 
suffering and death at their hands. Pilate 
told the single truth when he exclaimed, 
‘Behold your King,’ and when he flung 
out the sarcastic question, ‘Shall I crucify 
your King?’ he was speaking more truly 
than he knew. They were, verily, doing 
the incredible thing of demanding the 
death of their King, their Messiah, yea, 
of the very Son of God” (B. L. Olmstead). 

We see three declarations made in our 
lesson. 


I. Jesus Said, “I Am a King’’ 
(18:37, 38). 

Jesus was before Pilate. The Jews had 
accused Him of declaring Himself to be 
King (see Luke 23:2). Pilate demanded, 
“Art thou King of the Jews?” (v. 33). 

Jesus did not answer directly at first, 
but declared His kingdom to be “not of 
this world” (v. 36), indicating to Pilate 
that he was dealing with One who was 
more than an earthly king. 

When Pilate persisted, Jesus openly de- 
clared, “I am a king.” The expression, 
“Thou sayest” (v. 37) carries the thought, 
“You say that I am a king and you are 
right. I am a king.” It was in no sense 
a disavowal of His royalty, but a declara- 
tion of it. 

The King, our Saviour, came into the 
world to be a witness to the truth, and 
He declared that everyone who loved 
truth would hear His voice. 

Pilate, troubled, convinced of Christ’s 
innocency but too cowardly to declare it, 
hid behind man’s proverbial inability to 
know the truth (v. 38), and wrote himself 
into history as a hypocritical coward. 

What have we to say—what have you 
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to say, dear reader, to Christ’s claim to 
Kingship over your life? Should we not 
say, “He is not only King of the Jews, He 
is the King of my life”? 

Let us not be among His rejectors who 
like i 


II. The Priests Said, ‘We Have No 
King’’ (19:10-16). 

Pilate, in fleshly pride, taunted Jesus 
with his power to determine His fate. He 
did have much power as the representa- 
tive of Rome, but power over Jesus he did 
not have. 

Majestic indeed was the reply of the 
King. In a brief sentence Jesus put Pilate 
on trial before the judgment throne of 
God. Only because the time had come for 
the Son of God to die was Pilate per- 
mitted to exercise his governmental 
power (see Rom. 13:1), and he would 
answer for his decision one day in the 
presence of God. 

Of especial interest to us just now is 
the statement of Jesus: “He that deliv- 
ered me unto thee hath the greater sin.” 
It was the high priest Caiaphas who had 
that guilt. 

Yes, and it. was the high priests who 
declared, “We have no king but Caesar,” 
after Pilate, driven by their cunning 
threat (v. 12), had sarcastically asked 
them, “Shall I crucify your king?” (v. 18). 

The awful declaration which they made 
then was on behalf of the entire nation, 
and declared themselves against Jesus 
and loyal to the pagan Caesar. “These 
high priests, to whom the highest spir- 
itual hopes of Israel were committed, 
here reveal themselves as traitors to those 
hopes and to the nation that should 
cherish them. They stand as apostates to 
the entire Old Testament faith. They lie 
worse than pagans, for they hate Caesar. 
They demonstrate that they deserve no 
other king” (R. C. H. Lenski). 

No King? Countless are the men and 
women today who by their rejection of 
Christ have declared that they would 
not have Him rule over them. And sad 
but true is the fact that those who neg- 
lect to receive His great salvation have 
rejected Him! 

We come now to the final scene of our 
Lord’s betrayal and crucifixion. He was 
ready to give up His human spirit. 


III. Jesus Said, “It Is Finished”? 
(19:25-30). 

In His time of greatest anguish Jesus, 
in an act of tender thoughtfulness, pro- 
vided for His mother, and gave the be- 
loved disciple John a high place of privi- 
lege and responsibility. He thus, as He 
made His last request, brought together 
the two who in all His human relation- 
ships had been closest to His heart. 

Ready for the final word before He 
died, Jesus received the refreshment 
which quenched His awful thirst. Then 
crying out with a loud Voice, “It is fin- 
ished” (Matt. 27:30), He commended His 
soul into the hands of the Father (Luke 
23:46). 

What was finished? The great re- 
demptive work, the work of reconciliation 
and atonement. The Lamb of God had 
made His great sacrifice for the world— 
it is this that was completed. Our great 
Substitute had paid the great ransom 
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price, paid it to the uttermost farthing. 

“It is finished indeed. Others will yet 
preach and teach, and Jesus will work 
through them. As the King on David's 
throne His regal work will continue for- 
ever; but the redemptive shedding of His 
blood once for all is finished, and stands 
as finished forever (Heb. 7:27; 9:12, 26; 
Rom. 6:10)” (R. C. H. Lenski). 

Hallelujah, what a Saviour! Is He your 
Saviour? If not, turn to Him by faith 
just now. 





April 6 
THE RISEN LORD AND HIS 
DISCIPLES 
John 20:19-23, 26-29; 21:15-17 
Memory Selection: But now is Christ 
risen from the dead, and become the 
first fruits ‘of them that slept.— 
I Corinthians 15:20 


VER new and blessed in its touch upon 

our souls is the message of Easter. 
To be assured once more that the grave 
could not hold our blessed Lord and 
Saviour, and that He arose in victory over 
sin and death, is our delightful portion 
in today’s lesson. 

It is a very appropriate conclusion to 
our three month study of the Gospel of 
John and comes in the new quarter be- 
cause of Easter Sunday. 

Three helpful incidents make up our 
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lesson. 


I. A Risen Lord and Glad Disciples 
(20:19-23). 

The appearance of our Lord to His 
disciples after He arose from the grave 
emphasizes the close relationship between 
the resurrection and the life and minis- 


try of His followers. 


Those who live for and serve the risen 
Christ have a triumphant faith, an in- 
ward peace, and an outward authority 
and power. Their convictions are based 
on the Lord’s own words which came to 
assure the disciples as they secretly as- 
sembled for fear of the Jews. 

He stood in their midst and spoke the 
words of peace (vv. 19:21) and authority 
(vv. 22, 23). 

Peace of soul is absolutely essential to 
useful and satisfied living. Only as we are 
“steadfast, immovable,” can we _ be 
“abounding in the work of the Lord” 
(I Cor. 15:58). Steady at the center, 
active at the circumference. 

Commissioned and sent by the Son of 
God, clothed with Holy Spirit power, the 
Church of God has His authority. While 
some have read too much into verse 23, 
others have read out of it the real author- 
ity that God has given. 

Little wonder that we read (v. 20), 
“Then were the disciples glad when they 
saw the Lord.” They had reason for real 
joy! 

II. A Convinced Doubter and Glad 
Testimony (20:26-29). 

Thomas made the serious error of be- 
ing absent from the gathering of the dis- 
ciples when the Lord Jesus stood in their 
midst. Let those who commonly absent 
themselves from the place and hour of 
worship take heed lest they miss a bless- 
ing, and coming later add nothing to the 
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spiritual life of the church, but rather be- 
come troublers and doubters. 

But God graciously turns the doubt of 
Thomas into a means of blessing to all 
of us who since then have read of his 
experience. Thomas was an_ honest 
doubter. God is always ready to meet 
such with satisfactory proof. The trou- 
ble is that there are so many in the world 
who use professed doubts to cover a life 
of sin. 

Doubt may come to any man. In itself 
it is no sin. But to cherish it and hold to 
it in unbelief—that is a different matter. 
One wise spiritual leader rightly coun- 
seled his people, “Believe your beliefs and 
doubt your doubts. Never make the mis- 
take of doubting your beliefs or believing 
your doubts.” 

When the doubting Thomas saw the 
Lord, his questions changed at once to 
strong convictions and assured personal 
testimony to his blessed Lord. 


III. A Restored Disciple and Glad 
Service (21:15-17). 

After meeting Jesus on the first Easter 
morning, Peter had been assured of for- 
giveness for his denial of the Lord and 
had been taken back into fellowship and 
service with Him. 

But then something seemed to have 
gone astray, for we find that Peter and 
the others had returned to their old life 
as fishermen. They seem to have lost 
their vision, or had become discouraged. 

But the Lord had not forgotten them. 
He appeared and told them where to 
catch fish, and then we have the lovely 
scene around the fire as they breakfasted 
together. 

There it was that the Lord met Peter, 
and as he had denied Christ thrice he is 
asked to thrice declare his devotion to 
Him. 

The man who thus declared his readi- 
ness to serve Christ to the end had many 
an opportunity to prove the sincerity of 
that profession. He met persecution and 
imprisonment, but to every effort of man 
to close his mouth or to change his wit- 
ness he had the simple reply of absolute 
obedience to the Lord. 

Tradition tells us that this faithfulness 
finally led Peter to a martyr’s death. So 
we see a life made over, made powerful, 
made glorious for God through the 
matchless grace of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
He can do it for you, too. Will you let 
Him? 

There could be no better time to meet 
the risen Lord face to face than on this 
day when we remember His resurrection. 
Let Him come into your heart, dissolve 
your doubts, forgive your sins—and make 
you glad!

magor crisis had come in the history 
of Israel when we left them in our 
study of January-March, 1946. They were 
teady to change their form of govern- 
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ment. They no longer wanted God to rule 
them directly through His representa- 
tives, but wanted a king like other nations 
round about them. 

God acceded to their request and in- 
structed His servant Samuel to anoint 
Saul as king, and they began that period 
in their history which led to their ulti- 
mate captivity and disgrace. We shall 
study together during the next three 
months the facts and factors involved in 
the rise and fall of the nation of Israel. 

Our lesson concerns their first king, 
Saul, the son of Kish, who promised to be 
a great and good king, but who failed 
through disobedience. 


I. Saul—a Choice Man and God- 
Chosen King (9:1, 2; 15:1). 

To begin well is to be far on the road 
to success. Here was a man of excellent 
quality, “a choice young man and a 
goodly”—in fact, there was not among his 
people one who surpassed him. What a 
splendid recommendation for the pros- 
pective ruler! 

His physical appearance was also at- 
tractive. That is not as great a factor 
in success as some think, but it does have 
a bearing on a man’s influence over 
others. 

Most important of all, this man Saul 
was the one whom not only the people 
but also the Lord had chosen. The Lord 
sent Samuel (15:1) to anoint Saul as 
king, and to give him the key to success 
as ruler—obedience to the voice of God. 

What happened to the young man? We 
note next— 


II. Saul—an Obedient and God- 
Blessed King (11:12, 13). 

The attitude of a man toward his ene- 
mies is often the test of his character. 
Bitterness, hatred, revenge, or veiled hos- 
tility with a purpose of ultimate destruc- 
tion—these are the common reactions of 
men toward them who oppose them. 

Saul, who was not essentially different 
in his own spirit (as we shall see later), 
was a man after God’s own heart in his 
early reign, for he was obedient to the 
Lord. 

Some “worthless fellows” despised Saul 
and refused to recognize him as king. The 
urge of the flesh to destroy them was 
aggravated by their own unworthiness. 
Some wanted to put them to death for 
their disloyalty to the king, but Saul in 
true kingly spirit, and recognizing that he 
reigned by the good grace of the Lord, 
decreed that there was to be no revenge, 
but rejoicing. 

The story which we touch on so briefly 
here is one that teaches the eternal truth 
that the way of blessing and power is 
the way of obedience to the laws and the 
will of God. 

Saul began well, but before long his 
pride and self-will began to assert itself 
and he thus brought to ruin and personal 
disaster that which had begun with such 
promise and blessing. There were many 
such incidents, but we consider only one. 


Ill. Saul—a Disobedient and God- 
Rejected King (15:22-26, 34, 35). 

God had commanded that there must 
be utter destruction of the Amalekites 
and their possessions—something like the 
burning of a disease-infested house—a 


wiping out of a king and people who were 
condemned of God. We may not fully 
understand this act of God, but if we 
know Him we will not doubt that it was 
in accordance with His infinite wisdom 
and love. 

Saul chose to disobey, later contending 
that it was done because of the people, 
that sheep and oxen had been spared for 
a sacrifice to the Lord. Samuel cut 
through his hypocrisy and declared that 
God wants obedience rather than sacri- 
fice. This is a lesson that many who 
profess to follow the Lord have not 
learned. 

“All the sacrifices and ceremonies of 
religion are to aid and promote obedience, 
not to be a substitute for it. Disobedience 
can never be made a virtue, even though 
attended by thousands of sacrifices” 
(Stanley) . 

The church or the individual who de- 
nies or disregards the teaching of God’s 
Word and attempts to make up for it by 
sacrifices and ceremonies declares to the 
world that there has been a departure 
from true faith in God. Obedience is a 
virtue all too rare. 

Too late! What sad words—and never 
sadder than when they speak of spiritual 
failure. Saul talked of repentance and 
prayer, but the Lord had already rejected 
him as king. 

There comes a time when God’s pa- 
tience with man’s disobedience is ex- 
hausted, and the door to further service 
is closed. It is a long, long way to the 
boundary line of God’s patience; but 
mark it well, there is a boundary line! 

Obey God in turning to Christ for 
salvation and in dedication of life for 
service, and His blessing will be your 
abundant portion.

But he was wounded 
for our transgressions, he was bruised for 
our iniquities: the chastisement of our 
peace was upon him: and with his stripes 
we are healed. All we like sheep have 
gone astray: we have turned every one 
to his own way, and the Lord hath laid 
on him the iniquity of us all.” 

We can read it thus: “But He was 
wounded for my transgressions, He was 
bruised for my iniquities: the chastise- 
ment of my peace was upon Him; and 
with His stripes I am healed.” 

What a graphic picture of the cross! 
How it sets forth the vicarious sufferings 
of our Lord. How personal, too. 
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*““HE IS NOT HERE, BUT IS RISEN’? 

That proclamation, made by angel mes- 
sengers, was the best news ever heard on 
earth. It was the report of a hard-fought 
battle, of victory won, and of redemption 
accomplished. Christ the Lord had gone 
down into the grave in seeming defeat, 
but on that first Easter morning He burst 
the bands of death and came forth tri- 
umphant from the tomb. And His vic- 
tory over death proclaimed Jesus the 
Prince of Life.

results in the accomplishment of the im- 
possible. 

On August 13, 1727, a little body of 
Moravian believers were gathered for 
prayer in the tiny village of Harnhutt, 
South Germany, which had been built by 
the consecrated Count Zinzendorf. So 
moved were they by the power of the 
Spirit of God that they gave themselves 
unreservedly to Him. A wave of mission- 
ary enterprise, set in motion that night, 
swept all over the world. The conversion 
of the Wesleys in England, the inspira- 
tion of William Cary, the subsequent for- 
mation of the Salvation Army, and many 
another evidence of spiritual awakening, 
were all indirect results from that night. 

And what might that mighty power not 
do in this present day if there were a 
sufficient number of consecrated Chris- 
tians who were filled by the Spirit? 

The fullness of the Spirit is the secret 
of successful service for God. Organiza- 
tion, oratory, talent and intellectual at- 
tainment are all inadequate for this. 
Only the divine enduement is sufficient. 

In Power from on High, Charles Finney 
tells of a visit paid to the weaving depart- 
ment of a large manufacturing establish- 
ment. Although he uttered not a word, 
Finney observed: that several of the 
women were so agitated by his presence 
that they were unable to attend to their 
looms, and after a few moments, some 
burst into tears. The owner of the fac- 
tory, an unconverted man, stopped the 
machines, and Finney preached to the 
assembled workers, with the result that 
nearly everyone was converted. The 
power of the indwelling Spirit so filled 
the man that his very presence was irre- 
sistible. 

As Finney himself wrote, “This power 
seems sometimes to pervade the atmos- 
phere of one who is highly charged with 
it. Numbers of persons in a community 
will be clothed with this power, when the 
very atmosphere of the whole place seems 
to be charged with the life of God. 
Strangers coming into it will be smitten 
with conviction of sin and, in many in- 
stances, converted to Christ.” 

The amazing power of the Holy Ghost 
in our work for God must be experienced 
to be believed, but effective service is 
dependent upon that mighty power. 

The infilling of the Spirit means a com- 
plete change in life. Drabness, monotony, 
discontent and barrenness are banished 
as that life-giving flow fills the whole 
being. Sterility gives way to fruitfulness, 
and lifelessness is superseded by life 
abundant. 

The Gannel Estuary in Cornwall is at 
times little more than a sandy waste, 
through which meanders a _ trickling 
stream. But when the tide turns, the'sea 
rushes into the estuary, sweeping over the 
sandy expanse and converting it almost 
into a beautiful inland lake—a blue and 
silver gem set among the verdant Cornish 
hills and sand dunes. The life of beau- 
tiful, radiant Christianity comes similarly 
from the floodtides of the Spirit of God. 

All this constitutes a challenge to the 
child of God. It is a choice between an

life lived by the mighty power of the 
Holy Ghost; between failure and disap- 
pointment on the one side, and a won- 
drous joy and happiness on the other. 

Lindsay Glegg tells of an eastern water- 
course, dried up by the heat of the sun, 
the stones of the river bed hot and dry, 
the bed itself devoid of all moisture ex- 
cept for a stagnant center here and there. 
The plant life on the banks was withered 
and lifeless. The thirsty cattle found 
nothing to slake their thirst. Suddenly 
the rain fell from heaven and in a few 
minutes a refreshing stream was flowing 
over the hot pebbles, cleansing the stag- 
nant centers, and calling the bright east- 
ern flowers to life again. In just the same 
way, the Spirit of God waits to pour His 
life and fullness into the withered and 
dried-up Christian, transforming his 
whole being and calling forth the things 
of beauty and joy once more. 

Yet there is a price to pay for such an 
experience. There must be a complete 
self-abandonment to God. Indeed, the 
revival of the Church and of the Chris- 
tian depends upon that. No half measures 
will suffice. The filling of the Spirit in- 
volves the sweeping away of everything 
else. 

If a life of spiritual wealth and power 
is ever to be experienced, if the rich 
warmth and throbbing energy of the Di- 
vine Spirit is ever to flood the being with 
a new life, the child of God must be 
prepared to yield everything unreservedly 
to Him. The door must be flung wide 
open, and free, unhindered ingress 
afforded to the wondrous Breath of God, 
if life is to be cleansed and sanctified and 
made fragrant of Christ. Cherished idols 
and secret desires will have to be sacri- 
ficed; total surrender is a prerequisite to 
the filling of the Spirit. 

But the boundless potentialities of a 
life controlled by the Spirit of God are 
beyond human imagination. If in a frag- 
ment of radium there is sufficient power 
to raise the whole of the British Navy to 
the top of Mont Blanc, in the illimitable 
resources of the indwelling Spirit there 
are measureless possibilities. If Chris- 
tians were filled with the Spirit as a 
normal experience, the Church would be 
transformed and the citadels of evil 
would be shaken to their foundations. 

Are there none who will see the vision 
and, in simple confidence in God, give 
body, soul and spirit into His control, 
that the mighty Spirit of God may fill 
with His power and life?

emissaries to stoop to either of these 
methods when there are reliable disciples 
of His at hand. But how tragic is the 
procedure most often used in the average 
church to secure that which “the Lord 
hath need of.” The pastor, the Bible 
school superintendent and the choir 
director have to beg, coax and plead be- 
fore that which the Lord wants is reluc- 
tantly made available. 

How is it with you? Would He find the 
same willingness and generosity in your 
heart as He did in the hearts of these 
people? If He should dispatch an angel 
or some other messenger to your town to 
request help, would He instruct him to go 
to your home because He knows you are 
reliable and would respond? 

If there was a Bible school class to 
teach, could He send the superintendent 
to you as confidently as He sent the 
apostles to the owners of this colt? 

If there was a wacancy in the choir, 
would it be possible for Him to direct the 
musical director of the church to you with 
the assurance that you would respond on 
being acquainted with the need? 

If a sacrificial gift was needed to help 
some far-off missionary do his task, could 
He prompt some missionary agency to 
send you a letter or bulletin with the 
certainty that you would answer, “Yes”? 

If there is some insignificant and 
thankless job in the church, would He 
be likely to send:.your pastor to your 
door to ask your help because He knows 
that He can count on you? 

Remember two things about this, 
please. In the first place, He directed His 
messengers to ask for a colt of those who 
had a colt—and not a calf. He never 
does this, because He knows what we 
have, and does not ask for something 
else. In the second place, humanly speak- 
ing, if the Lord had not known of the 
reliabiltiy of these unspectacular people, 
the presentation of the Messiah to Israel 
could not have been made in the manner 
the Old Testament had predicted. God 
never creates a colt, even though He has 
the power, when one of His children has 
one to give Him. 


; a HOW SIGNIFICANT Was 
their response! There are three note- 
worthy things about the answer which 
these folk made to the-Master’s call. 

First of all, their response was affirma- 
tive. They said, “Yes!” to Him. There 
might have been a thousand and one 
different reasons why they could have 
said, “No.” There always are. They might 
have complained about the lack of details 
brought by the apostles. Did they want 
the colt to ride? To pull a cart? To carry 
a load? But they only said, “Yes.” 

They also might have pointed out the 
ability of someone else, better situated, 
to give. But they did not. The fact that 
the young colt was unbroken and too 
wild to be used was a legitimate reason 
for a negative reply. But when they heard

who it was that wanted it, their glad 
answer was, “Yes”! 

Secondly, their response was imme- 
diate. Mark uses the word “straightway” 
to describe their alacrity in complying 
with the Lord’s request. No doubt there 
were available excuses for delay. There 
always are. The suddenness of the re- 
quest was unjust, some might say. They 
could utter the well-worn words, “I 
must think it over first.” They also could 
have objected to the ass’s accompanying 
the colt, and said they could not spare 
her. They might have said some other 
time would be more convenient—they 
were too busy then. But when they 
learned that the Lord wanted the animal 
now, they responded right away! 

Thirdly, their response was complete. 
There were no strings attached. It was 
not a mere loan, but a gift, for you find 
no promise made of a return. They 
sought no publicity either, such as many 
of us today demand. Most of the spec- 
tators at the parade that day did not 
know who had done this. But Jesus knew 
—and that was all that mattered! 


7 HOW RICH WERE THEIR 
REWARDS! 

Before we enumerate them, let us pause 
to consider a truth about rewards and 
service. They did not give because they 
would be rewarded, but they were re- 
warded because they gave. That is im- 
portant to remember. The true giver 
seeks no quid pro quo. But there is a 
threefold reward here. 

Their first recompense was the satis- 
faction that they had fulfilled the Lord’s 
need. “The Lord hath need of him.” How 
incredible! He, who before the reckoning 
of time had brought all things into ex- 
istence by His word and upholds all 
things by His power, has a need! The 
need of a colt! What a wonderful privi- 
lege God in grace has afforded us in 
making us “laborers together with God” 
and allowing us to provide for certain 
of the needs! 

Their second prize was the knowledge 
that their possession now had its highest 
possible usefulness. This is more im- 
portant than it sounds, because the true 
worth of any object is determined by 
the purpose for which it is used. Every 
colt, you see, could work in the field, 
or carry bundles, or do other menial tasks 
which a beast of burden normally does. 
But not every colt could carry the Son 
of God! They had the great satisfaction 
that their property had been used for 
this, the most exalted of purposes. And 
sO may we. 

Their third bounty was the spiritual 
enrichment which always accompanies 
Obedience to Christ. What it entailed in 
their case in particular we do not know. 

But we may be sure they were the 
beneficiaries of some definite spiritual 
blessing which made them wealthy for 
eternity. By their wholehearted obedience 
to the Lord they had laid up for them- 
Selves treasure in heaven. 

Even today the Lord “has need.” May 
He still find among His friends the 
type of generosity which is exemplified 
by these anonymous people of the Palm 
Sunday story.

The Christ of the Gospels, J. W. 
Shepard, M.A., Th.D. 

This book erie to be an exegetical 
study of the life of Jesus Christ, with the 
aim of bringing a vivid picture of Christ 
as depicted in the Gospels. In the execution 
of his purpose the author uses grammati- 
cal and historical exegesis. He attempts to 
present the historical order of the events 
in the earthly life and ministry of Christ, 
with an exposition of the portions of the 
Gospels portraying this life in order to 
give it reality. ; 

The author has made a real contribution 
to Christian literature. While commendin 
this book to the Christian public, it is wit 
regret that attention must be called to some 
objectionable statements. On the second 
page of the introduction the author declares 
that the power of the Christianity of the

Gospels to leaven the mass of humanity 
has been demonstrated in multiform ways 
and is destined to bring in a new era in 
which right may rule over might. The 
Bible teaching is that cage <a of Christ 
is the power of God unto salvation to every- 
one that believeth. There is no statement 
anywhere that the gospel was intended to 
renovate society.:The Scriptures from first 
to last picture leaven as a type of evil. 
Christ’s use of it in the parable of Matthew 
13 is entirely in keeping with the use 
= the Bible. The setting of the 
parable as well as the Scripture use con- 
cerning leaven indicates that it is used to 
show corrupting influences which would be 
ape a vitiating the effectiveness of 


e gospel. 

Referring to Christ’s creative relation 
to the world, the author says: “The Father 
is the primary source and the Son the 
intermediate agent.” It may be seriously 
questioned as to whether this is a correct 
interpretation of the Bible. 

Concerning Paul’s statement in Philip- 
pians 2, the author says: “In the Kenosis 
the Word is conceived as depotentiating 
Himself, divesting Himself of divine at- 
tributes to introduce Himself to the meas- 
ure of humanity.” It is passing strange that 
an orthodox scholar should yet hold the 
view that when the Son of God became 
man he had divested Himself of any part 
of His deity. How can anyone thi that 
when the human nature was added to the 
divine person that that personality could 
become less than what He was? Certainly 
we must believe that the Son of God, with 
a human nature added, in no way had an 
element of deity subtracted from Him. 

On page 19 a most objectionable state- 
ment is made. He says, referring to some 
notorious sinner of his day: “The heredity 
of Jesus is a bond of hope for the sinful 
race. He lived without sin in spite of His 
hereditary handicaps. He had to struggle 
against evil hereditary tendencies like every 
other man, and He overcame.” Certainl 
the testimony of the Christian Churc 
through the centuries of its existence is to 
the effect that Jesus Christ was free from 
the hereditary taint and actual sin. It is 
not a case of possessing a depraved nature 
and leading an overcoming life. He was 
sinless in nature as well as triumphant over 
all evil. 

These instances are cited as examples of 
faulty exegesis and unsatisfactory expo- 
sition.

Scott believes that the progressive per- 
version of the gospel teaching began very 
early, in the very first century, at least as 
early as the Epistle of Clement.

The book is well written and shows care- 
ful thought. For the student of the subject 
it has great value. Yet for those who be- 
lieve in the full inspiration of the Scrip- 
tures, its value is marred by the author’s 
own —_—— to those Scriptures.

“higher” criticism, and he also rejects the

century Church by having a personal 
faith in a crucified and risen Lord, in 
being Spirit-filled, and in witnessing. 

Premier Manning, who is president of 
the Calgary Prophetic Bible Institute, 
and chairman of the Edmonton Christian 
Business Men’s Committee, brought his 
postponed message in the Sunday eve- 
ning service at Moody Church on the dif- 
ference between those who merely pro- 
fess Christ and the true believer who has 
taken Christ into his life. 

The delusion, he said, was based on the 
so-called Fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man, wherein man thinks 
he is going to make his world better and 
better as he lives up to the spark of the 
divine in him. It is dangerous in that 
it reduces Christ to a great teacher and 
example, which He was, and leaves out 
His divinity and atoning death. It re« 
duces Christ to the ultimate symbol of 
self-sacrifice, while the cross really meant 
the sinless Son of God taking upon Him- 
self all the sins of the world. 

In a stirring Missionary Symposium 
on Thursday in Moody Church, three 
missionaries presented the general need 
of the world and the peculiar needs of 
the people they witness to. 

Dr. Raymond B. Buker spoke for 
Burma and India, the field he served be- 
fore returning to become a mission board 
executive. “Although God is blessing 
abundantly and there are seven million 
native Christians,” Dr. Buker warned, 
“there is still no cause for optimism about 
a land where the population totals 400 
million.” In support of his contention he 
cited the birth rate, which manages to 
keep far ahead of the baptism rate. 

John D. Clark, of Ecuador, presented 
the need of his land as typical of the 
other South American countries of Peru, 
Bolivia and Colombia. The most press- 
ing need of gospel work is among the 
Andean Indians, whose sad history in- 


‘cludes being pushed out of their homes 


and held down socially and educationally. 

In comparison to other mission fields, 
Africa is a soft spot, said Harry Stam, 
of Africa Inland Mission. Because of this, 
he said, Africa must be hit hard with 
the gospel before it turns hard to the 
sound of the good news. “Although God 
has done great things, the situation is 
far from being under control.” 

Special feature of the afternoon service 
was a group of foreign students of the 
Institute who gave testimonies of the 
saving grace of God in other lands. Men 
from China, Czechoslovakia and Africa, 
and women from Hawaii and Germany 
spoke. 

In the annual missionary appeal at the 
close of the Thursday night service, more 
than five hundred volunteers for the mis- 
sion field and other full-time service re- 
sponded to the plea voiced by Dean Cul- 
bertson. The plea came after Dr. Harold 
S. Laird, of Wilmington, Del., had de- 
livered a message on the revealed truth 
of God. The truth of God, the Bible, is 
the only way to find the salvation of

God, said Dr. Laird. More than 250 came 
forward to crowd around and over the 
platform in response to the plea for those 
who felt definitely led to enter missionary 
service, and a like number stood signify- 
ing that they were willing to go if called. 

Moody Church’s capacity of four thou- 
sand was taxed twice on Saturday night 
as almost 10,000 people crowded to the 
twin-premiere showings of Dr. Irwin A. 
Moon’s latest picture, “God of the Atom.” 

Two showings had been planned for 
7:30 and 9:00 p.m., but more than one 
hundred people had gathered in the 
church at three o’clock and the first 
service got under way before seven. 

The picture, planned for showings in 
schools over the country, is of an educa- 
tional nature, relating a simplified ex- 
planation of the nuclear theories, and the 
operation of the cyclotron. Official Navy 
color photos of Nagasaki and the two 
Bikini explosions make up a major por- 
tion of the film, prepared by Dr. Moon 
as director of Moody Institute of Science. 

Two messages through the week were 
given entirely to the work and fullness of 
the Holy Spirit. Dr. W. M. Robertson, of 
Vancouver, B.C., and Kenneth S. Wuest, 
spoke on “The Relation the Holy Spirit 
Maintains to Gospel Truth,” and “The 
Imperative Necessity of the Fullness of 
the Holy Spirit.” 

Other speakers at the conference in- 
cluded Dr. Frank E. Gaebelein, head- 
master of Stony Brook Sehool; Robert R. 
Murfin, youth director, Moody Memorial 
Church; Dr. J. Frederick Rake, pastor, 
First Baptist Church, Evansville, Ind.; 
Dr. Louis S. Bauman, pastor, First Breth- 
ren Church, Long Beach, Calif.; Dr. John 
Bunyan Smith, pastor, First Baptist 
Church, San Diego, Calif.; Dr. Car) 
Armerding and S. Maxwell Coder, Insti- 
tute faculty; A. H. Stewart, member of 
Extension staff; William Thomas pastor, 
St. Paul’s Union Church, Chicago; Cary 
N. Weisiger, III, pastor, First Presby- 
terian Church, Augusta, Ga.; Dr. I. L. 
Yearby, pastor of Trinity Baptist Church, 
Oklahoma City, Okla. 

Edwin Guber, of the Institute Exten- 
sion staff, was in charge of music during 
the first part of the conference, while 
Darrell Freleigh, also of the Extension 
staff, led singing the last three days. Both 
men are tenor soloists and were heard 
in the 10:30 a.m. sessions and in the eve- 
ning meetings. 

Moody Chorale, student mixed choir 
led by James Davies, of the music faculty, 
thrilled the audience with their singing 
of arrangements of “Onward Christian 
Soldiers,” “Every Time I Feel the Spirit,” 
and “Nothing but the Blood of Jesus.” 

Other regular conference features in- 
cluded pictures of the Institute and its 
work, and tours of the school’s buildings. 

Conferees came from thirty-six states, 
the District of Columbia, and three 
Canadian provinces. Michigan had the 
largest out-of-the-state delegation, while 
Memphis, Grand Rapids and Detroit 
each sent large groups. Eight foreign 
countries were also represented.

What Is an Alumnus ? 

“But continue thou in the things which thou hast learned and hast been assured 
of, knowing of whom thou hast learned them” (II Tim. 3:14). 

Emphatically, an alumnus is not merely a graduate. Any schgol will tell you that 
there are graduates on its list of whom the school is heartily dshamed, and would 
gladly forget. Graduation is highly desirable, but insures neither success in life nor 
value to one’s alma mater. 

Sentiment is a similarly unsatisfactory basis for alumni relations. The pull on 
heart strings that is experienced when one visits old familiar scenes and meets 
friends of another year—that pull is real, but cannot ever form a foundation for an 
alumni ministry that really counts. Sentiment, for and by itself, is apt.to sour when 
left in the sunlight of daily experience. 


True Alumni Values 

An alumnus of Moody Bible Institute is a graduate who realizes the importance 
of certain basic values. First among these is the value of true Bible knowledge and 
assurance. The Institute emphasizes the paramount importance of knowing what 
the Bible says, not what people say it says, and of being sure of what one believes. 
If the foundation of all great ministry is simple Bible exposition, then the founda- 
tion of successful alumni relationships is the constant re-emphasis of this: “Continue 
thou in the things which thou hast learned and has been assured of.”

Remember to pray for the faculty, students, and staff of the In- 
stitute, as part of your daily devotions. 

You can advertise the Institute, by enthusiastic testimony wherever possible. One 
does not say apologeticaliy, “Yes, I went to the Institute back in 19—, before college 
and seminary and graduate work at the university, you know. ...’ One does say, 
“Thank God, He gave me the privilege of Bible training as a foundation for all my 
later work!” 

Above all, you can seek prayerfully to remain the kind of Bible Christian of 
whom the Institute can be proud. Someone said long ago, “Successful graduates are 
any school’s window-dressing.” They can sell—or unsell—the product quicker than 
anything else. Keep true to the Word, and keep on thanking God for His goodness 
in giving you the right kind of a foundation in the Word.

M.I.S. Moves Forward 


Reaching 124,000 people a month with 
the gospel story in film, and averaging 
200 conversions from that number, “The 
God of Creation,” one of the major pro- 
ductions of Moody Institute of Science, is 
only part of a great story of that division 
of the Institute located far out on the 
West Coast. 

With an eye to the furious attacks 
waged on the minds of students, M.LS. 
purposes to carry on research, so that 
films carrying the unmistakable message 
of the dependability and authority of the 
Word of God may be produced for use in 
high schools and universities, according 
to R. L. Constable, Institute administra- 
tor in charge of the Development Branch. 
The Institute believes that such scientific 
shorts will do much to bulwark the faith 
of students who are subjected to insinua- 
tion of doubt by non-Christian professors. 

Dr. Irwin A. Moon’s technique in illus- 
trating scientific truths of the Bible has 
already proved more than successful, and 
the principles upon which his ministry is 
based can be taught to others. 

“We look forward to training qualified 
students with scientific background in the 
principles of demonstration, so that their 
knowledge relating the facts of science 
to the truths of the Bible may be con- 
vincingly presented,” related Constable. 

Training films, for use as visual aid in 
the classroom, is another plan of M.1S. 
These films, depicting for students the 
actual picture of life on the field, are ex- 
pected to greatly increase the effective- 
ness of instruction at Moody Bible Insti- 
tute. 

During a recent missionary conference 
at the Institute, leaders in missions de- 
clared the great need for missionary tech- 
nical specialists. This is another part of 
M.LS. training. Capable Christian men 
in these technical fields are already at 
work setting up the basis for such train- 
ing. 

Then there will be the proposed pro- 
motional shorts that will picture to the 
public the many phases of the Institute’s 
training ministry: practical Christian 
work, student life, colportage and home 
mission work done by graduates.

Speaking of 
her language study with native teachers, 
Miss Linton states, “Our malams don’t 
speak English, so every time one of us 
pulls a choice boner our malam usually 
calls over to one of the others and lets 
him in on it . . . while we sit there wish- 
ing that we knew what we had said and 
laugh with them!” A 100-degree tem- 
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perature on Christmas Day made it hard 
for her to believe that it actually was 
Christmas! 

Harry Liu 743, is still working with the 
Pocket Testament League in China. He 
reports such incidents as a colonel order- 
ing troops to march in from points five, 
eight or ten miles distant to attend gospel 
meetings conducted by PTL workers. Mr. 
Liu gives twenty or twenty-five minute 
messages at the close of each meeting, 
and reports come of many outstanding 
conversions. 

Esther Matteson ’42, working with the 
Wycliffe Translators in Lima, Peru, has 
been busy teaching an Indian lad, the 
adopted son of a missionary. He was 
born of an Amahuesha mother, who died 
when he was but three days old. Accord- 
ing to tribal laws, the baby boy was about 
to be thrown alive into the grave, but 
the missionary stepped in just in time to 
rescue him. Miss Matteson also tells of 
a group trip up a jungle river to the 
Cashibo Indians, during which a group 
of girls were made quite “at home” in the 
unwalled hut of a native chief’s family. 
A corner of the hut was cleared out for 
the young women, a partial wall set up, 
and all night long Indians brought fire- 
wood and water to them, while in a di-- 
tance the chanting of witch doctors could 
be heard. 

William Mundy ’21, working in Nya- 
kach, Kenya Colony, East Africa, had a 
special children’s service in which 370 
squeezed into a small schoolhouse to sing 
gospel hymns and choruses, quote Scrip- 
ture verses which had been memorized, 
and have prayer for the children of other 
lands. A three-room school building is 
being built by the natives in the area, but 
the finishing touches are awaiting the 
mission builder, who will put the roof on 
the building. 

Frank Bundy ’27, and Mrs. Bundy ’29, 
attended special meeting of the native 
church of Escuintla, Guatemala, at which 
seven natives confessed Christ during 
three nights of meetings. Using a new 
native pastor, a graduate of the Central 
America Bible Institute, four professions 
of faith resulted from an eight-day Bible 
study campaign in the area.

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the thinking of the early Christian 
Church, that to them it was the death 
of Christ, and not His birth, which they 
celebrated. So far as we know, the birth 
of Christ was not celebrated until three 
centuries after He had come into the 
world. The early Church looked upon 
the birth of Christ merely as the first 
step toward the cross, which is con- 
sidered the greater of the two events. 
As a matter of fact, the birth of Christ 
was merely in order that there might 
be the cross of Christ. 

It was the great theologian Anselm 
who said that the incarnation was neces- 
sary because God could not die, and 
neither could mere man atone for the 
sins of the world. The only possible 
solution to the world’s great need was in 
the coming of a Redeemer who was both 
God and man; man, in order that He 
might die, but also God, in order that 
His sacrifice might be sufficient. As 
Alexander has stated in his great hymn: 

“There was no other good enough 

To pay the price of sin; 
He only could unlock the gate 
Of heaven, and let us in.” 

But He became man not alone that He 
might execute the office of a priest by 
dying for us, but also by interceding for 
us. “For there is one God, and one 
mediator between God and men, the 
man Christ Jesus” (I Tim. 2:5). 

Thank God, there is a men in the glory, 
who is also God. “He ever liveth to make 
intercession for them” (Heb. 7:25). 

“Forasmuch then as the children are 
partakers of flesh and blood, he also him- 
self likewise took part of the same; that 
through death he might destroy him that 
had the power of death, that is, the devil; 
and deliver them who through fear of 
death were all their lifetime subject to 
bondage. For verily he took not on him

the nature of angels; but he took on him 
the seed of Abraham. Wherefore in all 
things it behooved him to be made like 
unto his brethren, that he might be a 
merciful and faithful high priest in 
things pertaining to God, and to make 
reconciliation for the sins of the people. 
For in that he himself hath suffered 
being tempted, he is able to succor them 
that are tempted” (Heb. 2:14-18). 


Cie THE Son oF Gop, be- 
came incarnate in order that He might 
execute the office of a king. 

When the angel Gabriel appeared to 
Mary with the announcement that she 
was to be the mother of the promised 
Messiah, among other things he said 
unto her: “Fear not, Mary: for thou hast 
found favor with God, and, behold, thou 
shalt conceive in thy womb, and bring 
forth a son, and shalt call his name 
JESUS. He shall be great, and shall be 
called the Son of the Highest: and the 
Lord God shall give unto him the throne 
of his father David: and he shall reign 
over the house of Jacob forever; and of 
his kingdom there shall be no end” 
(Luke 1:30-33). 

We know that when He came the first 
time, He came to the lost sheep of the 
house of Israel, but they rejected Him. 
John says, “He came unto his own, and 
his own received him not” (1:11). 

He clearly claimed to be their King. 
When the multitudes thus acclaimed 
Him, He refused*to silence them; and 
when Pilate asked Him pointedly, “Art 
thou a king then? Jesus answered, Thou 
sayest that I am a king. To this end wasr 
I born” (John 18:37). 

It is evident that His disciples believed 
He was born to be a king, for they said, 
“We had trusted that it had been he 









































which should have redeemed Israel” 
(Luke 24:21). To them it appeared that 
the purposes of God had been thwarted, 
at least so far as this one was con- 
cerned. 

But the purposes of God are never 
thwarted. “My covenant will I not break, 
nor alter the thing that is gone out of 
my lips. Once have I sworn by my holi- 
ness that I will not lie unto David. His 
seed shall endure forever, and his throne 
as the sun before me. It shall be estab- 
lished forever as the moon, and as a 
faithful witness in heaven. Selah” (Ps. 
89 :34-37). 

“Unto us a child is born, unto us a 
son is given: and the government shall be 
upon his shoulder” (Isa. 9:6). Thank 
God for this! It is the only hope for this 
world. The stage is rapidly being set for 
it. It seems clear to nearly everyone now 
that it is not merely a league of nations 
that is needed, but a central unified 
government of the world. 

There has been much discussion about 
the proper place for the capital of this 
unified government. Some have thought 
Philadelphia the best site; others, 
Boston; others, San Francisco; and still 
others, New York. But none of these will 
do, for the capital of the world is to be 
Jerusalem, and the ruler is to be the 
Man Christ Jesus. As there was none 
other good enough to die for the world, 
so there is none other strong enough to 
rule over the world.

ECENTLY the Federal Communications 
R’ Commission, in a case regarding a 
Mr. Scott, of Palo Alto, Calif., an atheist 
asking for time over certain California 
broadcasting stations to disseminate the 
doctrine of atheism, rendered a most 
amazing verdict concerning which the 
writer of this page wishes to speak in de- 
tail next month. Among the reasons set 
forth for giving this man permission to 
broadcast his atheistic convictions was a 
statement to the effect that the reality of 
God is a debatable issue, by 
which is meant we are not 
absolutely sure that there is 
a God, and therefore His 
actual reality is debatable. 
This is astonishing in a 
Christian nation. We shall 
return to it. 

Not long after this de- 
cision was rendered, there 
came to our country a re- 
markable confirmation of 
the value of the Christian 
faith as it creates and sus- : 
tains character in the great faith 
crises and problems of our 
modern life. This statement is from none 
other than General Douglas MacArthur, 
supreme commander of the Allied Forces 
at Toyko, Japan, dated November 20, 
1946. The letter was addressed to Roy G. 
Ross, general secretary of the Interna- 
tional Council of Religious Education. 

Inasmuch as it may not have been seen 
by many readers of this page in their 
own newspapers—newspapers in _ this 
country are not given to very much pub- 
licity of strong Christian testimonies—I 
would like to take the liberty of quoting 
General Douglas MacArthur’s entire 
statement. I recognize that it is not an 
invitation to accept Christ as Saviour; in 
fact, it does not speak of Christ as 
Saviour, but it does emphasize some great 
truths in the Christian faith, and recog- 
nizes that it was this faith that gave us 
victory in the last war, which is much 
more than most statesmen are now 
saying. 

“I know of no cause more worthy of 
support than that which lends direction 
and encouragement to the orientation of 
youth to the principles underlying our 
Christian faith. That faith has formed 
the sturdy cornerstone upon which has 
rested our national strength, standing 
unshaken and unshakable through the 
repetitious crises of war and peace. 

“There was the great moral force which 
steeled the arm and steadied the aim as 
our invincible armies stormed their way 
from Australia to the heart of the Japa- 
nese empire. Thereafter, as we rested on 
our arms in midst of our defeated enemy, 
it became those same high principles of 
human relationship—tolerance and jus- 
tice, basic dogma of our Christian faith— 
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that formed the very key arch to the 
philosophy underlying all policy govern- 
ing the treatment of our vanquished foe 
in the occupation of Japan. History will 
record that so long as that philosophy 
prevails, reform here injected will sur- 
vive and a people will emerge firmly dedi- 
cated as are we to man’s dignity upon the 
earth and to the moral, spiritual and ma- 
terial advance of the whole human race. 

“As the youth of today will assume re- 
sponsibility for tomorrow, youth must un- 
derstand, learn to live by, 
and defend that’ great 
moral force.” 

Of course, one must 
recognize that there can be 
no Christian faith without 
the Christ of the Christian 
faith. Take away Christ 
and the word Christian has 
no meaning. If then the 
Christian faith is of such 
great importance, the 
teachings of Christ should 
be recognized as pre-emi- 
nent—not only tolerance 
and justice, but also what 
He taught about God His Father, about 
eternal life, and about believing in Christ 
as the Son of God. We must not separate 
some of the truths of Christ’s teachings 
from others. The Christian faith is 
united, and if part of it is valuable for 
every crisis of life, all of it is equally 
valuable. 

We are grateful to General MacArthur 
for this statement, and with it one can 
go forth and speak of the other truths 
of the Christian faith. 

I have just been reading a very re- 
markable book, Great Teachers Por- 
trayed by Those Who Studied Under 
Them, edited with an introduction by 
Houston Peterson. There is not much 
about religion here, but such as it is, is 
quite remarkable, both negatively and 
positively. As an illustration of the athe- 
istic teachings continually practiced and 
set forth at Columbia University, prob- 
ably the greatest center of atheistic 
teaching in America, which I dwelt on 
quite extensively in my recent book, 
Therefore Stand, there is an anecdote 
here which I have not heard before. Of 
course it is authentic, because the author 
of this chapter must have heard it him- 
self. It is in the chapter “Columbia 
Galaxy,” by Dr. Irwin Edman, who for 
almost thirty years has been teaching 
Philosophy at Columbia University. He 
is speaking about the late distinguished 
historian James Harvey Robinson, who 
taught a famous course in the “History of 
the Intellectual Classes in Western 
Europe.” This is the anecdote: 

“Many of the graduate students -were 
shocked, especially by the treatment of 
religion. The undergraduates from Co- 
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lumbia College had heard much of this 
before and had no faith (as did some of 
the graduate students) to have taken 
away. One of the young women com- 
plained to Professor Robinson: ‘You are 
taking away my faith.’ He looked at her 
oddly, ‘But if I took away a headache,’ 
he said simply, ‘you would not com- 
plain.’ ” 

The other, in healthy contrast to what 
we have just read, is one of the most re- 
markable statements of its kind I have 
come upon. I had never heard it before. 
It is in the chapter on Dr. Mark Hop- 
kins, for more than fifty years president 
of Williams College. It is a quotation 
from a book by Dr. Hopkins that I have 
had on my shelf for many years, and, I 
am sorry to say, have never looked at. 

“Tt is now nearly forty years,’ he re- 
marks, ‘since the first volume of Emer- 
son’s essays was published. That volume 
I bought and read with pleasure. The 
second volume I also bought when that 
appeared, but before reading it much, if 
at all, 1 happened to open to this pas- 
sage, “Jesus would absorb the race; but 
Tom Paine, or the coarsest blasphemer, 
helps humanity by resisting this exuber- 
ance of power.” I immediately closed the 
book and did not open it again till after 
the death of Emerson. It seemed to me 
so dreadful that “the coarsest blas- 
phemer” should be welcomed as a bene- 
factor of the race if he could only limit

Some mistakes to avoid 
in preparing a sketch 


URING a Class in chalk illustration, a student submitted the 

drawing reproduced on this page. It was intended to be 
an illustration of the subject “Creation,” as recorded in Genesis 
1:3-2:3. 

Originally, the student’s arrangement was different. The 
pictures then read horizontally, rather than vertically as they 
do now. That is, the second creative day was placed at the 
top of the right hand column, instead of in the middle at the 
left, where it now appears. The third creative day was located 
in the middle at the left instead of at the bottom at the left. 
The fourth day was seen in the middle at the right instead of 
at the top at the right; the fifth day was found at the bottom 
at the left instead of in the middle at the right. The sixth and 
seventh days were in their present position. 

At first glance, it might appear that the new arrangement 
here illustrated was suggested in order to give the drawing a 
more artistic appearance. However, this' had nothing to do 
with the rearrangement of the sketches, even though the 
prominent center vertical lines in the two top circles, the two 
outstanding horizontal lines in the two middle circles, and the 
sky line in the two bottom circles make for symmetry and 
balance. The teaching, rather than the picture, must always 
be uppermost in the mind of the illustrator. The message 
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should always take precedence over artistic appearance. For- 
tunately, in this instance, the rearrangement is conducive to 
both. 

This illustration makes it possible for the observer to see 
almost at once that the six creative days comprise three pairs 
of days. The first and fourth are directly related to each other, 
as are the second and fifth, and the third and sixth. Thus, the 
appearance of light on the first day is associated with the 
lightholders which appeared on the fourth day, the sun to rule 
the day, and the moon and stars to rule the night. The firma- 
ment and waters, mentioned on the second day, are associated 
with the fish and fowl which appeared on the sixth day, the 
fish to swim in the waters, and the fowl to fly in the firma- 
ment. The appearance of land and plant life on the third day 
is related to the bringing into being of the animals and man 
on the sixth day. The animals and man inhabit the land, and 
partake of plant life. The seventh day, of course, should be 
in a place by itself because it is unlike any of the other six 
days, for God “rested on the seventh day from all his work 
which he had made.” 

Having considered the placement of the various days and 
their relationship with each other, let us now turn our atten- 
tion to the details of the drawing. 

In the top left circle, the shaded portion represents the 
darkness or night, rightly preceding the unshaded portion 
representing the light or day, inasmuch as the scripture states, 
“the evening and the morning were the first day,” and it is 
natural to read from left to right. 

In the middle right circle you will notice that the birds and 
fish are overly large for the firmament and waters. Here it is 
necessary to sacrifice proportion for the sake of emphasis. 

In the bottom right circle the man not only has a portion of 
a garmen*, but is also holding a staff. This, of course, is not 
strictly accurate, as these details are not found in the Bible 
text. It is thought that Adam possessed a God-given garment 
of light at his creation. 

Obviously, this illustration is not perfect, as far as the draw- 
ing of details is concerned. This does not matter, for it must 
be remembered that the objective of the chalk illustrator 
should not be to draw a beautiful picture, but to enable the 
observer better to understand the subject being presented. 

Although the accompanying sketch is the work of a student, 
with no particular talent for drawing or artistic training, it 
could be prepared for use in accordance with the method de- 
scribed in last month’s article. It was chosen not as a sugges- 
tion for a particular topic, but as an example of the value of 
careful attention to the arrangement of the various parts of 
a drawing.

Less than two weeks later a letter came 
from the mission’s committee in Amoy which 
said; “What we need more than anything 
else is someone who can help us rebuild.” 
The engineer is sailing as “a short termer,” 
but is thinking in terms of life service. 


Addressing the biennial convention of 
the United Lutheran Church in America, 
Dr. Morris Wee, of the Student Division 
of the National Lutheran Council, made 
the assertion that paganism is the pre- 
vailing philosophy of the 1,700 college 
campuses of the country. “There is a con- 
spiracy of silence concerning God in mod- 
ern secular education,” he further stated. 


The Heifer Project Committee of the Church 
of the Brethren reports that one thousand 
more young men are needed to attend “heif- 
ers for relief’ being sent to various European 
countries. Since the beginning of heifer ship- 
ments in 1945, approximately 4,700 “sea- 
going cowboys” have been recruited to at- 
tend the 247 shiploads of heifers that have 
gone to Poland, Germany, France, Italy, 
Greece, Czechoslovakia, and Yugoslavia. 


American Catholics spent $300,000 for 
Negro schools in the South last year. 


In a contest broadcast by WOR in New 
York recently, a Chinese student, P. T. So, 
used the abacus, the traditional counting ma- 
chine of the Orient, and defeated by eight 
seconds a@ young woman using a modern 
calculating machine. 


According to the Veterans Administra- 
tion, 386,700 ex-servicemen have borrowed 
$2.060,000,000 in home loans under the 
G.I. Bill of Rights since V-J Day. 


Thirty-six high school students of music in 
Seattle, Wash., are making a transcontinental 
tour at their own expense, in a drive to raise 
funds for the Congregational-Christian Com- 
mittee for War Victims and Reconstruction. 
They are singing in more than thirty cities. 


Revival meetings largely planned by 
students of Baylor University were held 
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in Dallas, Tex., recently in co-operation 
with Baptist churches of that city. It is 
reported that more than 10,000 teen 
agers attended the first three meetinzs 





of the series. Speakers were all university 
students, and a goodly number of pro- 
fessions of faith were made. 

To promote attendance, 12,000 individ- 
ual letters were sent to high school stu- 
dents of the city. 


A “youth survey” recently conducted in 
New York City under the auspices of the 
Protestant Council revealed that there are 
1,648,500 youth in the city of New York. Of 
these, 20.8 per cent are Protestant: nearly 50 
per cent are Catholic; the rest are Jewish. 
The survey further reveals that less than 25 
per cent of those considered Protestant are 
being reached by the churches or by any 
other religious agency. 

Commenting on these figures, The Banner 
points out that New York City is by no means 
representative of the nation as far as the 
proportion of Catholics, Protestants, and 
Jews is concerned, but that these figures are 
probably a fair sample of the impact Prot- 
estantism is making on the youth of the 
United States. 


The following quote appeared in a 
recent issue of Youth for Christ Maga- 
zine: “A Catholic priest in Erie, Pa., 
disturbed by the way young people spent 
Saturday nights, said during his message 
one Sunday morning, ‘Young people, if 
you want a worth-while place to attend 
Saturday nights, go down to the Youth 
for Christ Rally. It’ll do you good!’” 


There are more arrests of persons in the 
seventeen-year-old group than any other in 
the United States. 


Christian Endeavor World reports that 
there are forty Christian Endeavor So- 
cieties organized among the Armenian 
Evangelical Churches of Syria and 
Lebanon. These have a total of more 
than one thousand members. 


The editor of the Christian Advocate, re- 
cently returned from Europe, states that the 
cosmetics business there was badly hit by 
the war.

How you can get the most 
out of the Christian life 


T was Proclus, the Athenian, who said 
that life can never be at its best until 

caught in the upward sweep of some 
great enthusiasm. And your life and 
mine can never be at their best until 
caught in the upward sweep of a great 
enthusiasm for Jesus Christ. 

Some people are afraid of that word 
enthusiasm. Dr. John Locke, in his essay 
on the Human Understanding, said it 
is opposed to both reason and revelation; 
and John Wesley once spoke of it as “a 
disorder of the human mind that hinders 
the exercise of reason.” 

But these men were thinking about 
what we call “wild fire.” I use the word 
in its primary and true sense. It comes 
from that impressive old Greek word 
enthusiasmos, meaning God-filled; and 
so coming to mean filled with a God-pur- 
pose, and meaning today wholehearted 
intelligent energy in pursuit of a high 
purpose. 

With this definition in mind let me say 
that life is at its best when it is proving 
a blessing and inspiration to other lives. 
Today, the world is being cursed by 
selfishness. So we have wars and rumors 
of wars, while nations covet and seek 
the territory of other nations. Men and 
women think only of their personal com- 
fort and sustenance while millions perish 
with hunger and cold. 

The glare of this selfishness is seen, 
too, on railway trains and in hotels and 
restaurants where men and women cloud 
the atmosphere with cigarette smoke, 
and compel those who do not have this 
habit to breathe the fumes puffed from 
their mouths and nostrils. 

It is seen in the spirit of some em- 
ployers who withhold reasonable wages 
from their employees, and also in un- 
reasonable clamor for wage increases 
that has produced bloody rioting and 
strikes in these latter days. 

Selfishness is at the root of nearly all 
our national and social conflicts today, 
and we are yet far away from political 
and social observance of the golden rule. 
In the midst of this national turmoil, 
we need a generation of young people 
who will manifest the spirit of Jesus 
Christ, and deny themselves to bring 
blessing and inspiration to. others. 

Life is at its best when the Holy Spirit 
is permitted to have His way with us. He 
is the executive of the Godhead, who 
seeks to mold us in the image of Christ, 
and use us in service for Christ. He has 
a plan for every life. If we are fully

surrendered to His will, He will show us 
what that plan is, and guide us in 
preparation for what He would have us 
do. ; 

But He will first give us the assurance 
in our hearts that we have passed from 
death to life and are children of God, 
“the Spirit himself bearing witness with 
our spirit that we are children of God” 
R. V.). The lack of certainty in the life 
plans of many young people may be be- 
cause they have never sought and ob- 
tained by faith this witness. Is He having 
His way with you? 

Life is at its best when it acknowledges 
the divine ownership, and the human 
stewardship. The only satisfactory way 
to hold earthly possessions is to hold 
them as God’s stewards. Better a little 
held in this way than great riches any 
other way. 

Whether we serve in office, store, fac- 
tory or mission field, we should cultivate 
the habit of giving part of our income to 
some definite Christian work. A good way 
is to begin with the tithe, but as God 
blesses, you will want to give more than 
that. 

In one of our larger cities a prominent 
businessman was driving me around and 
showing me some of the beauty spots of 
his city. He said, “I am going to give 
you a leaf out of my life. When I got 
my first job I was only getting thirty 
dollars a month. But I had made up my 
mind to begin right. I gave a tenth to 
the church. God prospered me; and soon 
my wife and I decided we could give 
more, and we began giving 15 per cent. 
Now I give 20 per cent. And the more I 
give the more God blesses.” 

From the business standpoint, many 
people fail because they did not begin by 
acknowledging the divine ownership and 
the human _ stewardship. God says: 
“Bring all the tithes into the storehouse, 
and prove me herewith saith the Lord of 
hosts, if I will not open the windows of 
heaven, and pour you out a blessing, 
that there shall not be room enough to 
receive it” (Mal. 3:10). 

Life is at its best when we have a 
passion to win others to the Christ who 
saved us. Every true Christian should be 
a soul-winner. 

Much of the Lord’s work here on earth 
was personal work (read John 1, 3, 4). 
Later He said, “As the Father hath sent 
me, even so send I you.” 

The Holy Spirit, continuing the work of 
Christ, puts into every new convert’s 
heart a desire to win others. If we are 
responsive to that desire, we shall come 
to have a joy in winning others; but if 
we are not responsive, that God-given 
desire will die out. THfat is the condition 
of multitudes today who profess to be 
Christians. They never make an honest 
effort to win another. Therefore they do 
not have great joy. 

A young woman, who had given herself 
to Christ in a series of special meetings, 
said, “I am so glad for these meetings, for 
I have not only found Christ myself, but 
have been able to bring ten others, and 
I have never been so happy.”

tne influence of Him who was and is, to 
me, the Redeemer of the race, the second 
Adam, the man, and whose influence was, 
for me, the hope of the race.’ ” 

The apostle Paul says in II Corinthians 
11:29 (R.V.): “Who is caused to stumble 
and I burn not?” By this he means that 
when he sees or hears anything that 
would cause Christian people to stumble 
in their faith, he is moved, he is provoked, 
he is in agony, he is disturbed. It becomes 
us to be disturbed about the unbelief of 
our day, about atheistic professors, about 
blasphemous Hterature. 

Do not let anybody tell you that the 
Christian ought to keep quiet, that the 
Bible will defend itself, that the gospel 
will spread by its own power. It is for us, 
as a mighty army, to rise up and bear 
testimony against the drift, the heavy 
drift, which is upon our country today 
toward utter disbelief—indeed, in God 
Himself. And when we see such diabolical 
utterances as this of Emerson’s which 
came before Mark Hopkins’ eyes, let us 
burn as he burned, and determine that 
we, by the grace of God, are not going to 
be tolerant of those views and that litera- 
ture which destroys faith in Him who 
alone can save. 





“If America is going to continue to be 
Christian, democratic and American, she 
will have to educate her children in 
Christian principles. This can be done 
only in Christian schools established by 
the Christian home.” Commenting on 
this widely publicized statement made 
by a seminary teacher before the Mid- 
west Christian Teachers Association, the 
editor of the Congregational Beacon 
writes: “We are confident that the estab- 
lishment of Christian schools would go a 
long way in creating a spiritual revival 
in our American homes and community 
life. . . . Certainly as Christian parents 
we ought to be more willing to spend our 
money to train our youth in Christian 
principles, than we are spending it in 
punishing our youth for the increasing 
crime tendency and juvenile delinquency. 
A great many schools could be established 
and supported on the annual amount 
expended by our government for the na- 
tional crime bill.” 

These comments are typical of a wide- 
spread recognition that evangelicals must 
establish and maintain their own schools 
and colleges, if the rising tide of secular- 
ism and godlessness and anti-Christianity 
is to be stemmed. There are some un- 
denominational Christian schools now; 
several denominations have long main- 
tained their own educational institutions 
at their own expense.

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THE POWER of fis Kesuanection 


Perhaps this Easter 
may become for you 
a beginning of days 


HE secret of the mighty power by 

which the apostles turned the world 
upside down, and by which Christians 
ever since then have made a tremendous 
spiritual impact upon their own genera- 
tion, is not hard to discover, even though 
it might seem to be numbered among the 
lost secrets of the past. 

God does not offer His supernatural 
power to His people without being very 
specific about how it becomes available. 
The Scriptures do not speak in meaning- 
less generalities, but in clear and definite 
terms for those with ears to hear. 
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Among the things for which Paul 
prayed that believers in Ephesus might 
know, was “the exceeding greatness of his 
power to usward who believe, according to 
the working of his mighty power, which 
he wrought in Christ, when he raised him 
from the dead ... and you, who were 
dead in trespasses and sins” (Eph. 1:19, 
20; 2:1). Omitting from this portion the 
parenthesis about Christ’s present exalta- 
tion, and likewise the italicized words, we 
make the astonishing discovery that the 
power by which we are saved is the same 
power by which Christ was raised from 
the dead. Paul not only prayed that 
others might know this power; he longed 
to know it in larger measure himself: 
“that I may know him, and the power of 
his resurrection” (Phil. 3:10). 

It is quite surprising how often this 
subject appears in the New Testament. 
The word for power, from which we get 
our words “dynamite” and “dynamo,” is 


s sake. 
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found in such passages as Romans 1:16 
and I Corinthians 1:18, which teach that 
the gospel, that is, the preaching of the 
cross, is the power of God to all who be- 
lieve it. It remains “foolishness” to those 
who are perishing. 

How can a young person lay hold of 
this great power, given by God to us as 
His representatives on the earth? There 
is a suggestive series of statements which 
may be traced through the Bible, which 
lead us into the heart of the secret. 

In Psalm 62:11 it is stated that “power 
belongeth unto God.” But in Matthew 
28:18, Christ declares, “All power is given 
unto me in heaven and in earth.” As we 
keep on reading the Word, we come to 
Acts 1:8, “Ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon you, 
and ye shall be witnesses unto me.” Thus, 
the power which belongeth unto God has 
been committed into the hands of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, who in turn has given 
it to us through the Holy Spirit. 

We all know what happened when 
Christ’s promise was fulfilled at Pente- 
cost. The apostles did receive power, and 
they wrought wonderful works for the 
Lord. We are prone to overlook the fact, 
however, that the power of Pentecost has 
never been withdrawn. It is still ours to 
use for the glory of God. - 

The engineer learns the laws control- 
ling the energy of steam or electricity, 
then acts in accordance with those laws, 
and the power is at his disposal. When 
scientists discovered the laws of nuclear 
fission and acted upon that knowledge, 
the power of the atom was made avail- 
able. 

In like manner, when we learn the 
laws by which the Holy Spirit works, and 
obey those laws implicitly, we may expect 
to see the mighty power of God working 
through us. Those laws are easy to find 
in God’s Word. Holy living, separation 
from sin, meditation on the Word, 
thanksgiving and prayer—these are 
recognized by all as representative teach- 
ings of God’s Word which must be re- 
spected if we are to see God working 
mightily in us and through us. 

When we obey the Word, the promise 
is sure: “Then thou shalt make thy way 
prosperous, and then thou shalt have 
good success” (Josh. 1:8). 

The statement of Ephesians 3:20 is as 
true today as it was when it was written. 
God “is able to do exceeding abundantly 
above all that we ask or think, according 
to the power that worketh in us.’”’ Let us 
not think of this as simply a wonderful 
declaration about the power of our God; 
it is more than this. It is a revelation 
that God will exceed our expectations, 
when we fulfill an unmistakable condi- 
tion. He is able to do this according to 
the way we allow His power to work in 
us. When. it worketh in us mightily, as 
it did in Paul (Col. 1:29), then there will 
be no limit to what God may accomplish 
through us.
